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The General Staff of the Army is now hard at work 
on various bills affecting the organization of the Army 
which it is proposed shall be presented to the Secretary 
of War for submission to Congress prior to Dee. 1 next. 
in view of a possible deficit in the national Treasury and 
ihe rather pessimistic remarks which have been made by

‘iis winter, the General Staff has thought it best to keep 

cret for the present just what it intends to recommend 
ior legislation during the forthcoming session of the Con- 
It is known, however, that a bill has been pre- 
pared by the Third Division providing for the organiza- 
‘ion of a Regular reserve force of approximately fifty 
‘housand men. A bill has also been prepared providing 
for the re-organization of all the Army bands. This lat- 
ier bill is very similar to that prepared by the General 
Staff three years ago and at that time printed in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. The bill has never yet been 
presented to Congress, but will probably be sent to the 
itilitary committees this winter with a strong recom- 
mendation that it be enacted into law. The special com- 
mittee of the General Staff appointed some months ago 
to consider the report of Major General Story, formerly 
Chief of Artillery, on the subject of Artillery reorganiza- 
‘ion and increase, has not yet made its report to the Sec- 
retary of War. This committee is doing some very hard 
work in connection with this highly important subject 
and its report may be expected some time in November. 
There are many other matters of great importance to the 
Army being considered by the General Staff with a view 
io Congressional legislation this winter, but, as we have 
stated, the feeling of optimism which prevailed at the 
War Department some months ago with regard to the 
possibilities for Army legislation this winter has been re- 
placed by a feeling of pessimism. Neither Senator Proc- 
tor, chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, nor Representative Hull, who will unquestionably 
i reappointed chairman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, has given the War Department any en- 
ouragement with regard to radical legislation affecting 
ie Army during the forthcoming session. Notwithstand- 
~ this fact we understand that Secretary Taft will cer- 
viuly make some important recommendations based upon 
inggestions received by him from the General Staff. 
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The engineers who are to decide whether the Panama 
inal shall be a sea level canal, or one with locks, have 
en presented with two new and highly interesting pro- 
‘cts. One comes from Mr. Lindon W. Bates, an accom- 
ished civil and hydraulic engineer of New York, who 
sgests that the two principal dams at each end of the 
ual be built near the sea so as to form two great lakes. 
‘This plan, he explains, would do away with all swamps 
and marshes along the canal route and thus bring about 
the desired health and sanitary conditions in the Canal 
Mr. Bates has made an exhaustive study of the 
\iiole canal problem and the results of that task appear 
i: a monograph which by its thoroughness, both in text 

d map, shows his deep professional interest in the un- 
dertaking. He contends that under either of the projects 

bmitted by him a canal could be built more speedily 
sad more cheaply than under any other plan. Mr. Bates’s 
project deserves, and we are glad to see that it is receiv- 
ing, the careful attention of the engineer officers in 
ciarge of the enterprise. He has investigated the whole 
~ibject with rare thoroughness and skill and his mono- 
<’aph will command a place of its own in the literature 
© the canal undertaking. The other project to which 
ve have alluded comes from M. Bunau-Varilla, the noted 
l'vrench engineer. It proposes a lock canal which may 
eventually be changed into a sea level canal. M. Bunau- 
\arilla believes that by his plan a lock canal can be

completed and made ready for commerce within four 
years and that if circumstances should require, it can 
be converted into a sea level waterway in three years 
thereafter without any interference with traffic. He fa- 
yors the construction of locks from a foundation below 
sea level whereby the highest lock on the canal as first 
completed would be one hundred and thirty feet above 
sea level. Dredging could be carried on without obstruct- 
ing the passage of ships and the same locks could be used 
at every depth until the dredges reached sea level and 
then the locks could be removed. It is stated in the 
daily press that the plans submitted by Mr. Bates and 
M. Bunau-Varilla have been studied by the President 
with keen interest. 
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We are not quite clear as to the purpose of the distine- 
tion made at Fort Ethan Allen between different organ- 
izations of enlisted men. 'The enlisted men at that post 
were required to disband an organization they were form- 
ing in the nature of a social club and instructed that it 
would be regarded as a military offense to join such an 
institution. Perhaps this was necessary, but why then 
were the men encouraged to establish a branch of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, an organization 
whose interference in Army matters has been so severely 
criticised by a large number of Army officers in a posi- 
tion to judge of their work? The spirit of the ultra tem- 
perance people toward the Army is indicated by the re- 
marks of Rev. Henry Wood, field secretary of National 
Temperance Society, before the Methodist Preachers’ 
meeting in New York Oct. 2: “Don’t you believe a word 
of what you read about crime and debauchery and drunk- 
enness and desertions due to the abolition of the can- 
teen,” he told the ministers. “They are part of a syste- 
niatie campaign to obtain the restoration of the canteen. 
Our society has investigated these reports and found 
them all lies.’ The Rey. Dr. G. C. Wilding, of Pater- 
son, N.J., said: “The fact is that the War Department is 
opposed to the present law, and it is easy to make any 
law appear a failure under the circumstances. The De- 
partment has never carried out the law in good faith, to 
provide better quarters for the men. The real need is 
for officers who wish to enforce the law. What would 
you think of a big mill or factory with a saloon on the 
ground? ‘The officers of the corporation would not per- 
mit such a thing. And the officers of the Army could do 
the same thing if they wished it. The Army belongs to 
the people, and we have a right to demand that the offi- 
cers enforce the law.’’ These remarks are in line with 
those that come from the representatives of the W.C.T.U. 
All are interested in the work of promoting temperance 
in the Army, but it would seem that some better way 
can be found than that of encouraging the enlisted men 
to join their lot with an organization that stands in a 
critical attitude toward their officers and is actively en- 
gaged in the work of misrepresenting them before Con- 
gress and the country. 
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The opposition of the prohibitionists to the sale of 
beer and light wines at the canteen cannot justify the 
misrepresentations which they seem to consider essential 
to the enforcement of their ideas. They reject all argu- 
ments and deny all facts that do not favor their peculiar 
opinions. If they find, as they do, that the consensus of 
Army opinion and the logic of Army facts is against 
them, they declare, as does the Reverend Mr. Wood in 
the speech we quote, that Army officers are liars and the 
War Department, having at its head such men as Elihu 
Root and William M. Taft is in a conspiracy to mislead 
Congress. ‘This condemnation necessarily includes the 
President of the United States, without whose consent, 
or at least tacit concurrence, such a conspiracy as they 
charge could not possibly exist. We are now, as we have 
always been, ready to open our columns to the citation 
of facts to show that those are mistaken who insist that 
the sale of beer at the canteen tends to, temperance, for 
the question is one that should be considered in the light 
of facts and determined by the teachings of experience. 
We have no space, however, for the hackneyed total-ab- 
stinence argument based upon the assumption that the 
drinking of fermented liquors of any kind is a moral 
wrong which should be forbidden by legislation, as are 
the crimes condemned by the criminal code. This we re- 
gard as fanaticism and not reason, as is the attempt to 
wrest the text of Scripture, given for the spiritual instrue- 
tion of men, to the purpose of prohibition. Such meth- 
ods of argument belong to the era when the people of 
New England found warrant in the sacred text for their 
cruel hanging of harmless old women on “gallows-hill” as 
witches, and for their banishment of Quakers and Bap- 
tists. It tends to the same result. How far the pur- 
poses sought to be accomplished by the canteen, as it was 
formerly conducted, can be obtained by a total abstinence 
canteen is a question to be determined by the facts, and 
not by the opinions of a class of men who seek their 
stimulants in the vile decoctions sold under the guise of 
medicines. It is a significant fact that advertisements 
of these patent medicines are to be found in abundance 
in the religious papers, but not one of them appears in 
the columns of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 
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The prohibition of the use of liquors by the enlisted 
men of the Navy would appear to be successful, if we 
may judge from the testimony to the conduct of our blue- 
jackets when on liberty. If the daily papers in com- 
mending their conduct ashore would refrain from apply- 
ing to them the title of ‘“jackies” it might help the good 
work, for there is nothing that is so promotive of the 


recklessness that leads to dissipation as the use of this 
obnoxious designation which we are happy to see that at 
least one paper, the New York Tribune, avoids. But 
conditions in the Navy are wholly unlike those in the 
Army, and it is a question to be carefully considered as 
to how far the same rules can be applied to both Ser- 
vices. There is a great improvement in the matter of 
drinking in both Navy and Army since the old days of 
the grog bucket and the lash, and we believe that it is 
possible to secure still further improvement by teaching 
men how to drink in moderation, and according to rea- 
son, if they drink at all. The question of the canteen 
will probably come before Congress again at its next ses- 
sion and it is important that we should get all the light 
upon it that we can, but we are not disposed to believe, 
from experience with them thus far, that the ladies of 
the W.C.T.U., or men of the school of Reverends Wood 
and Crafts, are disposed, if they are able, to contribute 
anything of value to the discussion. In a recent speech 
Mr. Crafts revealed his methods. It is to stir up people 
to write letters advocating his opinions, to the newspa- 
pers and to public men, especially members of Congress. 
To illustrate the influence of such private letters upon 
public men, he said: “We were passing a reform meas- 
ure about seventeen years ago in Washington. I ap- 
proached Senator Joe Blackburn, of Kentucky, and speke 
of the matter. ‘O, yes,’ he exclaimed, ’my State is all 
stirred up; I have had twenty letters from Kentucky 
about it.’ He thought the whole State of Kentucky was 
in a state of eruption and excitement because twenty 
people had written him for something else than offices 
and appropriation.’’ Verhaps those who oppose the opin- 
ions of Mr. Crafts as mischievous may take a hint from 
his methods.

In any discussion as to the effects of abolishing the 
sale of beer and light wines at Army post exchanges 
particular attention should be given to the testimony 
of the communities in which Army posts are located. 
The residents of those communities are the best judges 
as to the conditions which have arisen since the change 
from the old system to the present one, and their evidence 
cannot be ignored by any person seeking the real truth 
as to the situation. Here, for instance, is a paragraph 
from the New London (Conn.) Day, which is full of 
suggestion: “When Fort Trumbull was manned by a 
full company of soldiers and the canteen was a feature 
of the post, the men were of a class that was acceptable 
as friends by many townspeople, many were members of 
local fraternities, some of them settled in the city when 
their term of enlistment expired and became good citi- 
zens, raising fine families, and others carried friendship 
to distant parts of the country where they were assigned. 
New Londoners were glad to know that class of soldier, 
and rarely, if ever, was a man in uniform arraigned in 
the local police court. When the canteen was abolished 
and other companies came, the change was quickly 
noted in the number of men coming under the care of 
the police authorities and disturbances in which soldiers 
appeared, ending in the killing of a soldier in the street.” 





One of our correspondents inquires why it is that one 
of the ranking generals is not made Secretary of War 
and one of the ranking admirals Secretary of the Navy. 
It is simply because these offices are civil and not mili- 
tary offices, and should properly be filled by civilians. 
Representing as they do in their relations to the Ser- 
vices, the President, who is Commander-in-Chief, the 
Secretaries have military authority, but only in their 
representative capacity, as the mouthpiece of the Presi- 
dent in his dealings with the Army and the Navy. The 
orders issued by the Secretaries of War and of the 
Navy are, in contemplation of law, not their orders, but 
the orders of the President of the United States. They 
are civilians because they represent a civil ruler who is 
commander-in-chief in deference to the theory of our Goy- 
ernment which subordinates the military to the civil au- 
thority. The President cannot delegate his authority 
as Commander-in-Chief, and it has been held that “no 
act of Congress, no act of even the President himself, 
can by constitutional possibility, authorize or create any 
military officer not subordinate to the President.” The 
Constitution does not say that the President “may be” 
Commander-in-Chief, but that he “shall be.”

It is understood that Major William W. Gibson, of the 
Ordnance Department of the Army, now on duty in Ma- 
nila, is to be sent to St. Petersburg, Russia, as United 
States military attaché there. Capt. Sidney A. Cloman, 
General Staff. who went with Brigadier General Barry 
to Manchuria to witness the operations of the Russian 
army in the field, has been ordered to St. Petersburg for 
temporary duty of a few weeks, but will be relieved even- 
tually by Major Gibson. The assignment of Major Gib- 
son, who is well known in the Army as a most capable 
and efficient officer, to the important duty of military at- 
taché at St. Petersburg will, it is believed be received 
with universal approval in Army circles. The duties of 
the attaché there will be of great importance during the 
next few years, as the result of the reorganization of the 
Russian army which is very likely to occur during that 
time.

The Secretary of the Navy this week awarded to the 
Noel Construction Company, of Baltimore, the contract 
for the building of the new administration building at 
the Naval Academy. The bid of this concern was $59,000, 
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The late Brig. Gen. Roy Stone, U.S. Vols., left behind 
him an article on “The American Failure in Porto Rico,” 
which appears in the North American Review, and which 
seems almost like a voice from the grave reproaching our 
government for what is called its mistaken policy in the 
island named. The article declares that the American 
people will find it hard to realéze “that all their good 
intentions toward the people of Porto Rico have so 
utterly failed of accomplishment.” We have given the 
Porto Ricans good government, it is conceded, but still 
they are wondering “why as a part, or even an appen- 
dage, of a great, rich, enterprising nation, they should be 
poorer than ever; and why they were obliged to choose 
between starvation and the distant exile into which many 
thousands have actually been driven to make a living.” 
The Porto Ricans, wrote General Stone, have been “kill- 
ed with kindness.’”’ We were so afraid that they would 
be lost in the rush of immigration after the island passed 
under American control that we proceeded to ‘‘protect” 
them by enacting laws which have sfifled their industries 
so terribly that Porto Rico’s exports of merchandise, 
which amounted to $36,000,000 for the two years before 
the American occupation, fell to $17,000,000 for the two 
years following the occupation. The unwise laws al- 
luded to have prevented corporate investment in the 
island, and while the military administration, ‘anxious 
to avoid scandals regarding franchises,” discouraged rail- 
road building, its opposition “twas nothing to the para- 
lyzing obstruction later interposed by the Congress of 
the United States.” The code of laws imposed upon 
Porto Rico is remarkable. Under it no corporation can 
buy and sell real estate there; no corporation in Porto 
Rico can own or control over 500 acres of land for any 
agricultural purpose whatever; “no member of any cor- 
poration engaged in agriculture shall be in any wise in- 
terested in any other corporation engaged in agricul- 
ture.” Is it any wonder that not a mile of new railroad 
has been built in Porto Rico since we annexed the island? 
“Is it strange,” wrote General Stone, ‘that the rich soil 
of the island is growing jungle, and the hearts of the peo- 
ple are filled with discontent? It would have been so easy 
to remedy all this by a simple repeal of the unwise code, 
after its original purpose had been served, that one won- 
ders why it has not been done Jong since. The people and 
friends of Porto Rico have beset the committee for years, 
asking its repeal, but the laws of the Medes and Persians 
were not as immutable as this hasty and unconsidered 


enactment. But the mischief it has unwittingly done 


can still be repaired, though it may take many years 
to restore the happy prospect of four years ago. The 


Porto Ricans have lost faith, and the Americans have lost 
interest; the substantial conditions, however, remain as 
favorable as ever, and time and opportunity may revive 
the brightest hopes ever entertained for ‘Porto Rico,’ the 
‘Rich Gate’ of the West Indies and the Spanish Main. 
Some of these conditions, and some of the dreams of the 
island’s future once cherished by the writer may serve 
to lighten this gloomy picture of ‘orto Rico as i ha.””

In a long communication signed “Hamilton Ward,” 
which appears in the New York Sun, we find the follow- 
ing statement: “The sailor who has once signed his 
name to the muster roll as an enlisted man in the Navy 
of the United States, may not raise his eyes to the place 
which, perhaps, his brother or his cousin occupies as an 
ensign or lieutenant. He must know that the best that 
can ever come to him after years of effort is to be a war- 
rant officer with small pay and slight responsibility.” It 
is perfectly plain that Mr. Ward is only superficially ac- 
quainted with the Navy and that he is not a careful 
reader of the New York Sun. The fact is that the way 
to promotion is open to enlisted men, although Mr. Ward 
argues laboriously and at great length to the contrary. 
Moreover, had he read the New York Sun with the care 
and regularity which it deserves he would have found on 
its editorial page on Aug. 20 of the present year a letter 
written by Lieut. Henry B. Soulé, U.S.N., in which that 
officer, who entered the Service as an enlisted man and 
rose to his present grade by merit alone, completely re- 
{utes the trashy and misleading argument which Mr. 
Ward has advanced. In his frank and instructive letter 
Lieutenant Soulé, in reply to a letter sent to the 
Sun by Mr. Frederick Griffith, pointed out that the 
way to promotion is open to enlisted men, but that 
the trouble with them is that they want to begin 
at the top instead of at the bottom. “They know more in 
their own minds when they go on board ship,” said Lieu- 
tenant Soulé, “than the man who is placed over them 
and who has spent years in gaining his experience.” As 
a matter of fact, the Navy Department is constantly urg- 
ing warrant officers to qualify for commissions and pass 
the examinations. There are twelve places open every 
vear for such men, but Jess than half of them are filled. 
Would Mr. Ward have the Government lower the stand- 
ard of requirements for promotion in order that men of 
inferior ability might obtain commissions? The chances 
are that the strongest opposition to any such proposition 
would come from the enlisted men themselves, who insist 
first of ail that they shall be commanded by officers of 
the first order of ability and practical experience whom 
they can and depend upon under all circum: 
stances.

Capt. William C. Rivers, Ist U.S. Cav., who is on de- 
tached duty as Adjutant General of the Philippine Con- 
stabulary, has written an excellent. article on the Con- 
stabulary organization for the Manila Cablenews, in 
which he describes its origin and purpose and the results 


it has accomplished. The officers of the Constabulary 
number 425, of whom 250 are Americans, 200 of them 
having had service in the Army or the volunteers. The 
enlisted force numbers 6,500, all natives, including Ig- 
orotes in the northern and Moros in the southern islands. 
For administrative purposes the archipelago is divided 
into five districts, each under the control of an Assistant 
Chief of Constabulary, who has large freedom of action 
and is responsible for the maintenance of law and order 
in his district. The unit of administration is the prov- 
ince and the senior Constabulary inspector for each dis- 
trict lives at the provincial capital. Only a dozen of the 
250 American officers in the Constabulary are above the 
age of thirty-five years, and the majority are less than 
thirty. Selected non-commissioned officers of the Army 
who are well-recommended by their superior officers and 
pass the required examinations are often permitted by 
the division commander to accept commissions in the Con- 
stabulary. In the four years ending June 30, 1905, the 
Constabulary took 9,155 ladrones by capture and sur- 
render and killed 2,504; recovered 4,288 weapons and 
regained 5,805 stolen animals. During the same period 
the Constabulary lost twenty-two officers and 295 men in 
killed and wounded. “That there have been some abuses 
in the Constabulary,” says Captain Rivers, “no one fa- 
miliar with the conditions will deny, Unfortunately they 
do occur in connection with the best trained police of 
the most enlightened countries. It will hardly be denied, 
however, by those familiar with the conditions here dur- 
ing the past few years, that the abuses have been, consid- 
ering all the circumstances, relatively few in number; 
and it can be established that such abuses as have oc- 
curred have been in spite of the vigilant and constant ef- 
forts of the Governor General and the directing officials 
of the Constabulary.”

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Capt. Evan M. Johnson, jr., 8th Inf., in the course of 
an excellent article on “Vromotion by Selection,” which 
appears in the Journal of the Military Service Institu- 
tion, maintains that while it may be that examining 
boards sometimes, for sentimental reasons, pass officers 
not entitled to promotion, the great majority of such 
officers are capable. He suggests that a change for the 
better might be made by amending the present law so as 
tu provide that after a second failure in mental examina- 
tion an officer of more than fifteen years commissioned 
service instead of being wholly retired, as at present, 
shall be retired on half pay with the grade held at the 
time. This, it is pointed out, would do away with the 
sentiment which sometimes leads to the passing of an 
officer not entitled to promotion and would relieve an 
officer so retired of the hardship of having to return to 
civil life unfitted therefor. Major Johnston also recom- 
mends the vareful physical examination of candi- 
dates for promotion which, in his opinion, would increase 
promotion by elimination. “It is a strange thing,” he 
continues, “that promotion by selection has been con- 
sidered necessary for the Army and not the Navy. Both 
are military bodies and the arguments which apply to one 
apply with equal force to the other. It is admitted that 
a more capable body of officers than those of the United 
States Navy cannot be found in the world, and yet they 
have promotion by seniority to the highest grades. Why 
should this system produce different results in the Army ? 
As a matter of fact, it does not and will not. The agita- 
tion for the change comes from a few; the mass of officers 
are overwhelmingly against promotion by selection, and 
they know what is best for them and what they want.”

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“Ex-Attaché,” of the New York Tribune, reports that 
“the impression prevails that the Japanese have only used 
the cry of ‘the open door’ in order to win the support, 
good will and financial assistance of Europe and America 
in her struggle with Russia, and it is pointed out that the 
fiscal policy of the Land of the Rising Sun is entirely 
opposed to ‘the open door.’ Thus, no foreigner can own 
land in Japan, and no foreigner can establish a business 
there, except in partnership with a Japanese, with the 
usual result that the foreigner gets the experience and 
the Japanese gets the business. It is further alleged 
that the present boycott of American goods in China has 
been organized and kept alive by the Japanese, in proof 
of which argument it is pointed out that the principal 
native newspaper organ of the boycott, namely, The 
Eastern Times, of Shanghai, is owned by Japanese. It 
is added that the object of the boycott is to secure the 
substitution of Japanese wares for American goods, and 
also to put a stop to the anti-Japanese immigration move- 
ment, which only 2 few months ago was rampant in Cali- 
fornia, and which, it was feared at Tokio, might spread 
to the Philippines, and especially to the Sandwich 
Islands, where the Japanese are gradually monopolizing 
everything in sight and acquiring control of the whole 
trade and industry of Hawaii.”’ There is no doubt that the 
Japanese viewed with great distrust in Hawaii, 
where they constitute over forty per cent. of the popula- 
tion,

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That Field Marshal Lord Roberts, of the British army, 
has been obliged to postpone his contemplated visit to the 
United States, will be keenly regretted by his friends in 
America, who will cherish the hope, however, that he may 
be able to partake of their hospitality at no distant day. 
It is an open secret that Lord Roberts has been seriously 
disconcerted by recent disclosures concerning the effi- 
ciency and administration of the British army, and his 
recent utterances in the House of Lords, had they come 
from a less responsible man, would have been regarded 


as the unwarranted expressions of an alarmist. His ex- 
perience in the South African war, the recent revelations 
affecting the purchase of supplies during that campaign 
and the disclosure of indifference and unpreparedness in 
the army in England have all made Lord Roberts ex- 
tremely apprehensive as to the security of British milii- 
tary interests. He is unselfishly devoting his declining 
years to the rehabilitation of the military institutions of 
the empire, and his activities in that undertaking afford 
impressive testimony to his patriotism and professional 
attainments. His efforts will be observed by his Ameri- 
can admirers with unflagging interest and sympathy min- 
gled with the hope that under his zealous direction the 
British army may speedily become worthy of his own 
lofty ideals of military dignity and efficiency.

There is bitter complaint in the Philippines of the ir- 
regularity and inadequacy of the mail service. ‘The Ma- 
nila American says: ‘From their latest move in this 
line, it would appear as if the postmaster general of the 
United States had moved his office and entire force, to- 
gether with the San Francisco contingent, to some lovely 
island in the south Atlantic or Vacific, or probably to 
Patagonia. Jor all intents and purposes and so far as 
the Philippines are concerned, the whole postal depart- 
ment might just as well be located in some South America 
‘Poco tiempo’ country as at Washington.” An Army of- 
ficer stationed just out of Manila also writes: “I want 
to know if you can’t do something to help us out with the 
inmail? A few weeks ago a boat left the States for Naga- 
saki, Yokohama, Kobe, Shanghai and Hong Kong, carry- 
ing mail, which reached us Aug. 27. Two days after this 
boat left San Francisco another mail boat left that came 
direct to Manila or Hong Kong, and we received a few 
packages of mail on this boat. This mail reached us 
Aug. 18, nine days’ difference. This is only one of many 
similar instances.” 
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The London Daily Express reports that the doctrine 
of the “blue water” school is being carried out rather too 
literally at the present time to please the officers and 
bluejackets of the British navy. It reports that “too 
much sea time is the unanimous grievance in our large 
fleets and squadrons. A ship’s commission has been lessened 
from three years to two years, but down to within a 
couple of years ago four-fifths of a commission was spent 
in harbor, and now more than half of it is spent in sea 
cruising. The Admiralty no longer worries about saving 
the coal bill, and as tactical evolutions of ten days or a 
fortnight in duration are carried out four times a year, 
home ports seldom see warships in active commission, 
saving those belonging to the reserve divisions. It is felt 
that this principle of continuous sea time is somewhat 
overdone, and naval officers complain that it breeds stale- 
ness among the men. A lieutenant, now home on leave 
from the Second Cruiser Squadron, told an Express rep- 
resentative that he had to wait seven weeks to get his 
washing done during the early part of the summer.’ ‘I 
have had to treble my stock of shirts,’ he added.”

The New York Independent, which is the only paper, 
so far as we are aware, that has questioned the authen- 
ticity of the discovery of the remains of Paul Jones, 
says in its number for Sept. 28: “To General Porter, 
our late very distinguished and eminent Ambassador to 
I’rance, we owe an apology for the doubt we expressed 
as to the identity of the body which he claimed to be 
that of Paul Jones, and for consequently underestimating 
the debt of gratitude our people owe to him for his 
patriotic and successful efforts to find the body and 
secure it for interment in the United States. No one 
now ean reasonably entertain a doubt that the identifi- 
cation of the body was thorough and complete and satis- 
fies every possible historical and scientific test; and 
that General Porter deserves the lasting gratitude of the 
American people for bringing back to American soil the 
greatest American hero, who died and was_ buried 
abroad.”

The officers of the Construction Corps of the Navy on 
duty at the Navy Department in Washington are con- 
vinced now that the battleship Connecticut, which is 
being built by the Government at the New York Navy 
Yard, will be completed before her sister ship, the Lou- 
isiana, with which she has been racing and which is be- 
ing built at the yards of the Newport News Shipbuilding 
Company. For a long time the Louisiana ied in the race, 
but just as has been predicted by Navy officers of the 
Construction Corps, the Connecticut has led during the 
latter part of the work. The Connecticut will not, how- 
ever, be constructed as cheaply as the Louisiana, but it 
is certain that she will be just as good a ship in every 
respect. The race between the two ships has been watched 
with the keenest interest by.the Navy, and as a result of 
the competition there will be unquestionably some most 
interesting reports made to Congress on the general sub- 
ject of battleship construction at Government navy yards. 
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Brig. Gen. George B. Davis, Judge Advocate General 
of the Army, returned to Washington this week from his 
trip of inspection of the military prisons at Alcatraz Isl- 
and, Cal., and at Fort Sheridan, Ill. General Davis will 
make his trip the subject of a special report to the Sec- 
retary of War. It is understood that as a result of his 


inspection he will recommend some radical changes in 
the prison at Alcatraz, 
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Capt. Jacob E. Bloom, Sub. Dept., stationed at Zam- 
poanga, Mindanao, has perfected and patented a new 
edible oil or fat prepared from vegetable or animal fats, 
which is called the Blossom Extract of Fat. It has sub- 
stantially the same compositions as human fat, and 
therefore is easily assimilated. Captain Bloom long 
searched among both animal and vegetable fats to find 
ihe elements needed to constitute those found in human 
fat. His researches met with success in finally finding 
in the Philippine Islands a native nut known as Pili- 
Nut.” From it he extracts an oil and combines this with 
neutral lard or olive oil. The invention consists in so 
treating and compounding oils that the resulting manu- 
factured oil, whether by itself or embodied in a food pro- 
duct, shall comprise olein, palmitin and stearin in the 
approximate proportion in which they are found in hu- 
nan fat. Since March last, a number of tests have been 
made with the Blossom Extract of Fat at the post hos: 
pitals at Zamboanga, and with most gratifying results. 
It is found that patients suffering from amoebic dysen- 
tery, tuberculosis, ete., can easily take this fat for many 
weeks without any nausea, whereas olive oil or codliver 
cil generally produces nausea in five or six days. The 
fat was also found to be excellent for all purposes of 
household cookery and table use. Captain Bloom wrote 
to the Commanding General of the Army on Aug. 17 last, 
suggesting that a quantity of the new fat be ordered, 
without profit to him, to be issued as a sales article akin 
to lard. He estimated the cost to the Army Subsistence 
or Medical Departments at not over fifteen cents per 
pound. Captain Bloom was graduated from the Military 
Academy in 1873, and after serving in the 4th Artillery 
resizned in 1880, taking up the practice of law. He 
served in the war with Spain as captain and assistant 
adjutant general of volunteers and was appoined captain, 
commissary, U.S.A., Feb. 2, 1901. 
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The records of the Board of Health for the Philippine 
Islands for the month of May, 1905, the last published, 
show a total of 600 births and 583 deaths, though it is 
positively known that many births were not registered. 
Of the births recorded 45 were out of wedlock; 326 were 
males and 274 females. The recorded birth rate was 


32.57 per thousand, and the deaths 28.11 per thousand. 
Last year the deaths in May were 814, or 281 in excess 
of this year, a gain of 26 per cent. The deaths of chil- 
dren from convulsion were reduced from 253 to 108. 
Diseases of the respiratory organs were reduced from 217 
io 161. The mortality among children belonging to the 
groups of under thirty days, and from that to one year, 
amounted to 39 per cent. of the whole. Two cases of 
unusual longevity were registered—Honorio Felix, a 
widower, who died at the age of 100 years, and Valen- 
tinn Velasquez, a widow, who died at the age of 105; 
both in the district of Tondo. Four Filipinos and one 
Chinaman died from drowning, and one American from 
gunshot wounds. Of quarantinable diseases, three cases 
with two deaths were registered in the city from bubonic 
plague, and two cases with no deaths from smallpox. 
During the month of May of last year seventeen cases 
and sixteen deaths occurred from bubonic plague and 
twenty cases and eight deaths from smallpox. Three 
deaths were registered in Cebu and one death in Cavite 
from bubonie plague. The prophylactic measures which 
have been carried on with perserverance and activity in 
Manila and in the provinces have given the results which 
were expected, and the Archipelago has been practically 
freed from the yearly epidemic of this disease. Number 
of rats purchased numbered 15,987; the houses cleaned, 
3,716, and the yards cleaned, 1,735. 
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At the annual meeting and banquet of the Unitarian 
Club of San Francisco, held in that city on Sept. 18, 
Brig. Gen. Charles A. Woodruff, U.S.A., spoke on 
“Some Military Lessons of the War in the Orient,” and 
among other things said: ‘The war showed conclusively 


that the best fleets cannot take a well-fortified harbor; 
therefore San Francisco is safe from a sea attack; 
proved that well-defended, permanent fortifications can 
only be reduced by regular siege operations, and that 
semi-permanent and temporary ones can be carried by 
determined assaults. The great military lesson of the 
war, the all-embracing one and the one which explains 
all organization, discipline, strategy, rapidity of move- 
ment, constant victories, good health, comparative _com- 
fort and final success of Japan is simply this: Japan 
prepared for and conducted the war on a strictly com- 
mon-sense, scientific, business basis. The existence of 
the nation was at stake and neither political nor social 
nor corporate influence was permitted to dictate ap- 
pointments, select camp grounds or. interfere with the 
military or naval commanders, who were selected for 
their proven fitness, proven on battlefield and shot-swept 
decks. And I wish our mighty press, sinking for the 
moment selfishness and partisan bias and raising to the 
sublimest heights of patriotism, would in no uncertain 
terms say to Presidents, Congresses and the American 
people: ‘Go thou and do likewise’.” 
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in reviewing the proceedings of the G.C.M. in the case 
of Pyt. Charles E. Mabie, 15th Battery, Field Art., tried 
at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., and found not guilty of de- 
seriion, but guilty of absence without leave, and who was 
senteneed to be confined at hard labor for four months, 
and to have the cost of apprehension ($50) stopped 
against his pay, Gen. J. M. Lee, commanding the De- 
partment of Texas, says: “The evidence developed shows 
that certain. non-commissioned officers of the station of 
the accused were exceedingly derelict in their duty. The 
accused remained in and about the reservation for ten 
days after the departure of his organization for Fort 
Sill, took his meals at the mess hall and slept in bar- 
racks, yet no one appears to have considered his pres- 
ens as at all peculiar under the circumstances, and it 
remained for a civil officer to apprehend him and receive 
1 reward of fifty dollars. Such indifference on the part 
of soldiers holding the position of non-commissioned offi- 
cers is worthy of the severest censure and might justly 
form the basis of charges for clear neglect of duty.” 
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Brig. Gen. C. C. C. Carr, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of Dakota, in reviewing the proceedings of the 
(..M. in the case of Pvt. Jerome A. Donnelly, Co. L, 


2Sih Inf., who was found guilty of leaving post and sen- 
tenced “to be dishonorably discharged, forfeiting all pay 
and allowances, and to be confined at hard labor for six 








months, says: “In the foregoing case the sentence was 
approved Sept. 21, 1905, but the dishonor discharge im- 
posed was remitted, the confinement at hard labor re- 
duced to four months, and the forfeiture to ten dollars 
per month for the same period. This action was taken 
by the reviewing authority in the belief that the offense 
of which the accused was found guilty does not require 
punishment involving complete separation from the mili- 
tary service, but one where a short confinement and for- 
feiture are a sufficient lesson to the accused as well as 
an example to other soldiers; and this, too, since there 
is no evidence showing bad character on the part of the 
accused further than eight previous convictions for viola- 
tion of such minor offenses as should not be taken cog- 
nizance of by the court with a view of imposing dishon- 
orable discharge if being considered by the court with 
that object only. As mitigated the sentence will be duly 
executed at the station of his company.”

Brig. Gen. W. S. McCaskey, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Colorado, in reviewing the proceedings of 
the G.C.M., in the case of Pvt. Bert J. Reed, 12th Bat- 
tery, Field Artillery, found guilty of absence without 
leave, using threatening and insulting language towards, 
and disobedience of the orders of, a non-commissioned 
officer, and sentenced ‘‘T’o be confined at hard labor for 
one year and to forfeit ten dollars per month for the 
same period,” says: ‘In the foregoing case, the accused 
was charged with absence without leave from 7.30 p.m. to 
10 p.m., Aug. 11, 1905. The record contains no evidence 
as to the length of time the accused was absent. The 
record also lacks evidence that the accused either abused 
or defied any non-commissioned officer except one, and 
the insubordinate conduct towards that non-commissioned 
officer was covered by a special specification. The find- 
ings of guilty under the first charge and specification, 
and third specification, second charge, are disapproved. 
The department commander is much impressed by the 
evidence with the absence of proper assertiveness and 
appreciation of their position on the part of the non- 
commissioned officers concerned. So much of the sen- 
tence as directs confinement at hard labor for three 
months and forfeiture of ten dollars per month for the 
same period, is approved. As thus approved, the sen- 
tence will be duly executed at the station of the prison- 
er’s battery.” 
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Rear Admiral R. D. Evans, U.S.N., with & part of the 
North Atlantic Fleet, arrived at New York Oct. 1 from 
the Massachusetts coast, where the fleet was greatly ad- 
mired. The vessels were Admiral Evans’s flagship, the 
Maine, Capt. N. E. Niles, and the Missouri, Capt. W. S. 
Cowles, both of the first division of the fleet, the Kear- 
sarge, Capt. R. P. Rodgers, having gone to the League 
Island Navy Yard, Pa., and the Kentucky, Capt. W. J. 
Barnette, to Norfolk, Va. Of the second division there 
were the Alabama, Capt. W. H. Reeder, flagship of Rear 
Admiral Charles H. Davis; the Illinois, Capt. J. A. 
Rodgers; Massachusetts, end Iowa, Capt. B. F. Tilley. 
The vessels will remain at New York until about Oct. 15 
to prepare for the formation of a fleet of eight battle- 
ships, four armored cruisers and the new protected crui- 
ser Charleston, which will welcome Prince Louis of Bat- 
tenberg, who is to arrive at New York between Nov. 2 
and 7. The crews of the American fleet will tender an 
immense smoker to the English sailors at Coney Island 
on Noy. 13. ‘Two large steamboats will take the visitors 
to the island. Rear Admirals Evans, Coghlan, Rodgers, 
Davis and Brownson and their staffs and officers of the 
fleet are expected to attend, together with Prince Louis 
and his staff and commanding officers. Nothing will be 
spared to make this the biggest affair of its kind ever 
given here. 
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Dr. James H. McCall, late captain and assistant sur- 
geon, U.S.V., and now an Army contract surgeon, has 
invented an incinerator for the destruction of excrements 
in army camps and at army posts, and the invention has 
been tested by Army officers at different places and pro- 
nounced a success. It is a movable crematory and is 
capable of destroying the garbage, etc., of a large body 
of soldiers without polluting the atmosphere. The con- 
trivance destroys every vestige of excrement in the solid, 
and the liquid is evaporated by means of the machine. 
The incinerator is now in use at a number of army posts. 
It is recommended, among others who have tested it, by 
Capt. and Asst. Surg. Henry S. Greenleaf, U.S.A., Capt. 
IX. W. Hubbard, and Lieut. F. L. Buck, Art. Corps.

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The paymaster General of the Navy has announced 
that on Nov. 7 bids will be opened at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard for supplying 150,000 pounds of tobacco for the 
Navy for the next fiscal year. As is the custom in such 
cases, these bids will be subjected to the greatest scrutiny 
that nothing but the best tobacco may be bought by the 
Government. All samples will pass through the hands 
of the chemist at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. Besides the 
chemical tests for impurities, the samples submitted will 
be given a thorough practical test that it may be ascer- 
tained just what is required for the uses of the Govern- 
ment, 
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The recent accident to the partly completed naval dry- 
dock at the navy yard at Charleston, S.C., will, it is said, 
cause a loss to the contractors of not less than $25,000, 
for which they cannot hold the Government responsible 
in the least degree. The accident was the giving way of 
a portion of the temporaary supporting structure on the 
south wall of the dock, allowing a great quantity of sand 
and mud to drift into the basin of the dock. The delay 
will be about two weeks, it is estimated. Work on other 
portions of the drydock will continue to progress at the 
present repid rate, notwithstanding this accident.

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Collier’s Weekly thinks that West Point was made 
ridiculous, when visited by Baron Rosen and M. de 
Witte, by the remission of punishments previously 
awarded to the cadets. “This action,” the order reads, 
“is taken as a compliment to the distinguishéd envoys 
themselves and as a mark of regard to the great nation 
they represent.” Collier’s says: “Truly this is regal. 
When majesty has a birthday, or is graciously pleased 
to traverse some town, criminals are freed in honor of 
the great event. We are getting on. One-man power 
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increases at Washington along with the power of half 
a dozen Senators, and fifty financiers, while the House 
of Representatives loses, except in the case of its one 
man, the Speaker. Perhaps we can soon compete in 
royal methods with the Emperor of Germany, who jails 
a subject three months for declaring that ‘all is not 
Solomonic wisdom that falls from the Emperor's lips.’ 
Ten persons per day are convicted for this offense, with 
an average of more than a year behind the bars. We 
still have free speech, and may use part of it in express- 
ing nausea at the importation of a sycophantic foreign 
custom at West Point.”

Sir Thomas Lipton is not getting much sympathy in 
the accident which recently befel him on the parade 
ground when he figured as an honorary colonel. He is 
told that he ought not to have ridden a refractory horse, 
and further told that he was not in his proper place— 
twenty yards ahead of the colonel commandant. At- 
tention is called to the fact that in two days of the Ger- 
man maneuvers there was no single “horse incident” 
among an enormous staff—twenty-five squadrons of 
cavalry, twelve batteries of artillery, and fifty battalions 
of infantry, with every captain mounted. 
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The new navy bill, to be presented in the German 
Reichstag in December, it is said, provides for several 
battleships. The program as announced shows that 
these new additions to the navy are of greater tonnage 
than any that are now in commission. It is believed 
that it will be necessary to enlarge the Baltic Canal, 
recently finished. A systematic agitation is being car- 
ried on by the German Navy League and the press, not 
only for an increased fleet, but for the construction of 
ships of greater displacement, allowing heavier armor 
and guns. 
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A football team of the U.S.S. Texas is practising 
steadily at Norfolk, Va., for any game it may be able to 
get with teams from other ships. Several of the junior 


officers of the ship have been practising with the men, 
and they are having the advantage of being coached by 
some old star players. The paymaster of the ship, Pay- 
master Harry E. Biscoe, is an old V.M.I. player, and 
several of the younger officers are old Naval Academy 
players. All of the officers are taking a great deal of 
interest in the game, and good playing may be looked for 
from the men.

ANNUAL REPORT SOUTHWESTERN DIVISION. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, 
U.S.A., commanding the Southwestern Division, with 
headquarters at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, covers a period during only two 
months of which he was in command. He is able, how- 
ever, to report that the annual inspection of the organ- 
ized militia in his division shows that renewed and in- 
creased interest exists in most all of the organizations, 
and in consequence thereof, an improvement over the 
past year is now apparent. The increase in the number 
of teams at the national competition at Sea Girt this 
year is an evidence of an increased interest in rifle prac- 
tice. General Baldwin makes in this connection the ex- 
cellent suggestion that efforts to promote rifle practice 
should consider first of all a stimulation of interest in it 
among the greatest number of citizens and not the devel- 
opment of a scheme which tends to open up competition 
between only the very best shots in each State. When 
the interest of the people has once been promoted and en- 
livened, the second part, that of practice, will naturally 
follow. Owing to the great distance from most States 
to where the national competitions are held, and also the 
meager reports received concerning the results, there is 
very little interest felt or displayed outside of the few 
States in the country adjacent to where the shoot is be- 
ing carried on. It is therefore suggested that prelim- 
inary competitions for the National one be held in each 
territorial division of the Army for the purpose of select- 
ing one or two teams in each division, to be sent to the 
National match to compete with those teams Selected 
through the preliminary competitions of other divisions. 
These <hoors cont? he held cn the same ranges and abont 
the same time as the Army division competitions are held, 
and it is believed that their employment would insure a 
greater local interest in rifle practice than. the National 
competition alone, ; ‘ 

The inspector general of the Division, Lieut. Col. 
Frank West, recommends that at least four companies 
be stationed at all posts which may be occupied for any 
length of time and that all smaller posts be abandoned, 
as they furnish enly sufficient troops for guards and 
there is little time for training. 

Colonel West recommends an increase in the pay of 
privates to $15 per month. “While this increase would 
not stop all desertions, it would make those who do re- 
main more contented with their occupation. The loss of 
money to the Government from desertions must be very 
large, verging near to one-half million dollars per year. 
As long as times are prosperous, the best class of la- 
boring men will not enlist. At the present time it is the 
young men who desire a-change and a venture who enlist, 
and this is the class that it is most difficult to keep in 
the Service on account of the discipline and monotony 
of garrison life.” He further says: 

“It is believed that the return to the system of recruit- 
ing depots will be very beneficial in preventing desertion. 
The recruit cannot so readily use the Government to 
transport him to a new country, and he will learn some- 
thing about the duties of a soldier before he joins his 
regiment, and will be more fitted for his new surround- 
ings. The lack of amusements and the absence of the 
canteen also has its effect on desertion.’ In quoting this 
General Baldwin says: 

“T would add to the above remarks that the apparent 
absence from their companies of a great number of cap- 
tains has an important bearing upon desertion, the com- 
panies being commanded by junior officers of little ex- 
perience. Statistics show in some cases that the com- 
panies commanded by junior officers have suffered a 
greater number of desertions than other companies sta- 
tioned at the same post.” The General concurs in the 
suggestion of Colonel West that the twenty-eight cap- 
tains on duty with colleges should be relieved by retired 
officers whose work has been found equally satisfactory. 
The Service of these captains would be of far greater 
benefit to the Government if they were on duty with 
their companies. 

The recommendation of the military secretary, Lieut. 
Col. James S. Pettit, that the pay of the chief clerks of 
divisions be increased to at least $1,600 is concurred in. 

The work of Lieut. Col. A. C. Sharpe, 30th U.S. Inf., 
in connection with the target competitions at Fort Reno 
is commended and the following suggestion in his report 
forwarded to the War Department is approved: 

“Officers and enlisted men, entering competitions, 
should be in separate classes. Every effort was made 
this year to secure the equality of conditions, yet it must 
be apparent that the officers may have, and often do 
have, more or less advantage over their competitors in 
the ranks. To avoid all shadow of favor, there should 
be two teams, one for officers, the other for enlisted men. 
This will, perhaps, become more feasible with the adop- 
tion of the new rifle. It will be observed in this connec- 
tion that the Cavalry team is composed this year almost 
exclusively of officers. This is not encouraging to en- 
listed men.” 

The garrison schools for officers produced effective re- 
sults. There was an average of 372 enlisted men and 82 
children (out of a total of 1837 of school age) in the post 
schools. 

On the subject of athletics, General Baldwin says: “In 
this division the physical training of the soldier, by the 
means of some form of athletics, has become a part of 
the soldier’s daily duty. The results have been success- 
ful in every way up to the present time, and favorable 
reports concerning the same have been made by each of 
the department commanders. I am convinced that the 
physical training of the soldier is not only as important 
end necessary as his training in target practice, but suc- 
cess in the latter depends upon the proper application of 
the former. * * * TI therefore recommend that this 
training of the soldier be recognized as a part of his 
daily duties, and a uniform method of imparting the same 
to him be established throughout the Army. Further, 
that sufficient money be appropriated annually to carry 
on division and department athletic competitions. These 
competitions act as an incentive to the soldier to excel in 
his daily work, in the same manner as do the target com- 
petitions. In addition to the above general recommenda- 
tions for physical training of the soldier, 1 desire to rec- 
ommend that each regiment of Cavalry in the Service be 
furnished with a full equipment for a polo team, except 
ponies. Such equipment to belong to the Government, 
and to be used by the various members of the regiment 
who may at different times comprise the regimental polo 
team. 

“I desire to renew my recommendation of last year for 
some scheme of promotion which will remedy the pending 
stagnation in promotion of officers, bound to be felt in the 
near future. It is believed that, if the provisions of the 
Naval Personnel bill were extended to the Army, this 








stagnation in promotion and the consequent inefficiency, 
which must ultimately result in the lower grades, would 
be largely relieved. Attention is invited to the bill cover- 
ing this question, submitted with my annual report of 
last year.” 
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ANNUAL REPORT ATLANTIC DIVISION. 


Major General J. F. Wade, who relieved General 
Grant in command of the Atlantic Division Dec. 1, 1904, 
reports 513 officers present and 218 absent, 13,915 en- 
listed men present and 1,667 absent. He says: 

Of course only a small percentage of the officers re- 
ported absent are those actually away from any duty, 
as on leave of absence, sick, etc., the larger part being 
on detached service performing duties other than with 
their proper commands. The figures mentioned do show 
that there are not enough officers to perform all the 
duties required and that some means should be provided 
to insure a larger number of officers for duty with the 
troops. With this end in view, I recommend that all de- 
tails for college and militia duty be from the retired in- 
stead of the active list; also, that the same rule apply, 
so far as practicable, to the recruiting service. The lists 


of officers on detached service of all kinds should be 
carefully supervised, and those not performing absolute- 
ly necessary duties returned to their proper commands: 
then, if practicable, the necessary legislation obtained 
to provide for filling of vacancies caused by details to the 
General Staff and Aids to General Officers. Such pro- 





vision is especially necessary in regard to captains and © 


lieutenants: the discipline and instruction of the enlisted 
men depends so targely upon the company officers that 
it is absolutely necessary for the good of the Service 
that the largest percentage possible should be with their 
commands, 

The most important event in the Division was the 
Joint Army and Navy Exercises, in June, covering the 
Artillery districts of Baltimore, the Potomac, and the 
Chesapeake. These exercises were instructive and profit- 
able. The bringing together of so many officers and 
men, under conditions of service approximating to war 
conditions, is of great benefit. Not the least valuable 
part of these exercises is that defects in material and 
methods are revealed that cannot be discovered other- 
wise. Many of the reports submitted by officers on duty 
in connection with these exercises contain valuable sug- 
gestions and recommendations, and are worthy of careful 
consideration. I recommend that they be edited and pub- 
lished confidentially for the information of all con- 
cerned. 

It is thought that these exercises should occur only 
every two years. A year should be taken to study and 
discuss the reports on the exercises and to arrive at con- 
clusions in regard to points presented for discussion. 
The conclusions having been reached, a year should be 
allowed to select and equip the section of the coast line 
determined upon for the next exercises, and to enable 
the Navy to study plans of attack, and the Army plans 
of defense. 

There are certain deficiencies of material, to which 
attention is called in the annual report of the Command- 
ing General, Department of the East. I concur in his 
recommendations in regard to boats for artillery pur- 
poses, washable work clothing for coast artillery troops, 
searchlights, mixed batteries, heating plotting rooms 
along the New England coast, and lights for gun plat- 


forms. Suitable searchlights are needed at many coast 
artillery posts to carry on drill and instruction at 
night. 


The service of the regular inspectors at these Head- 
quarters has been very satisfactory, and that by detailed 
officers generally so. 

From personal inspections and reports of inspectors, 
I find the troops generally in excellent condition, and well 
supplied and cared for. The drill and discipline is 
generally up to the average. The shortage of officers 
has been severely felt in all commands, and many of the 
officers present have been compelled to assume an undue 
amount of responsibility and to do an amount of work 
that should not be required of them. 

Small Arms Target Practice appears to have been 
generally well conducted and satisfactory. The Division 
competition at Fort Niagara was very satisfactory, aud 
while the result was not all that could have been desired, 
it was all that could, reasonably, have been expected when 
it is remembered that competitors for places in the 
I)ivision team had their preliminary practice at various 
places, extending from Lake Ontario to Georgia, and 
from Porto Rico to the Philippines. 

The outcome of the National Match at Sea Girt this 
year has shown forcibly the disadvantage under which 
the Army teams shoot at this big match. 

In my opinion, it would be of great value to the Army 
team could it have at least a month’s rest between the 
Army competition and the time of entering the National 
Match. During this month the team coach would have 
an opportunity of learning something of the capabilities 
of the individual members. They could practise without 
the nervous strain incident to competitions, and the 
team would enter the National Match with a far better 
chance of winning than it has ever had. The State 
teams are practically picked long before the time for en- 
tering the match, while no one knows who will represent 
the Army until just before the match is shot. I would 
also recommend that the Army competition conform to 
the National Match, as to ranges and number of shots. 
This would tend to perfect, in the long range firing, 
sega who are to represent the Army in the National 
Match. 

There seems to be more or less discussion at present 
as to the advisability of having officers and enlisted men 
compete against each other. In my opinion it would be 
inadvisable to separate them. I believe that in the 
Division competition the team should be composed of 
enlisted men, and that extra medals should be given 
to officers; that officers who win medals shall be con- 
sidered as extra members of the Division team, and shall 
have a chance to compete for places on the Army team. 
The officers’ scores, to entitle them to medals of the metal 
they would be entitled to were they considerd as shoot- 
ing with the enlisted men. When the shooting begins for 
the Army team the medals could be awarded in the same 
manner, except that the team to shoot in the National 
Match should be composed of the twelve highest scores, 
whether they be officers or enlisted men. Thus we should 
have the Army represented by the best shots, which is 
much to be desired, in the National Match. 

The artillery practice with large caliber coast guns 
and mortars during the past year has been encouraging. 
The average per cent. of hits of eight-inch, ten-inch and 
twelve-inch guns has been: Seventy-two per cent. at 


“way to the Far East for Russia. 


3,000 yards, thirty-eight per cent. at 6,000 yards, fifteen 
per ccat. at 9,000 yards. Considering the pit of four 
mortars as the unit for mortar fire, the average per cent, 
of hits of mortars was about thirty-three per cent. It is 
recommended that a sub-caliber tube be provided for each 
coast gun and mortar, and be regarded as a part of the 
normal equipment of these pieces. Just as the sub- 
caliber tube has been used to develop team work, so 
should another device, known as the Morris tube— 
small 0,22-inch rifle barrel attached to the guns—be used 
to develop the individual skill of our gunners, particu- 
larly those of the rapid-fire guns. It is urged that the 
matter receive early definite action. The Navy has used 
the device with advantage for several years. 

Over 1,500 enlisted men attended the post school, study- 
ing the lower grades, reading, penmanship, spelling, arith. 
metic, geography, and United States history. Of these, 
over six hundred studied grammar, and a few higher 
mathematics. The average daily attendance was 777, 
and the progress is reported good. Owing to the facilities 
for attending public and private schools, less than one- 
fourth of the posts in this Division maintained schools 
for children; the total attendance of children being nine- 
ty-six. 

The garrison school for officers, being the subject of a 
special report, it is necessary to say only that the pro- 
gress made was quite satisfactory, and that the new 
orders on this subject will tend to materially lessen 
the small difficulties in administration experienced during 
the last year’s course. 

If the clerks at Headquarters of Divisions and Depart- 
ments are to remain a distinctive corps, as authorized by 
the Act of Congress of Aug. 6, 1894, some remedial legis- 
lation should be enacted to place them on the same equal- 
ity as regards pay with clerks in other branches of the 
Government. It is suggested that a system of longevity 
pav be inaugurated increasing salaries $100 per annum 
arter five years’ service ana giving an additional increase 
of the same amount for each subsequent period of five 
years. 

Thirty years is the limit of usefulness set by Con- 


gress to the service of enlisted men, and if the same — 


limit was set to those of clerks, they would at the end of 
thirty years be drawing a salary of but $1,600, a very 
modest income, indeed, when it is considered that the 
same efficiency and faithfulness to duty in commercia} 
pursuits would bring much better financial results. 

If this system of longevity pay is not considered prac- 
ticable, then it is suggested that the organization as now 
constituted be abolished and reorganized along the same 
lines as the clerical force of the supply departments, thus 
placing the clerks of the new organization on the same 
equality, as regards pay and promotion, with those of 
other departments of the military service. 

About seventy-three per cent. of the Coast Artillery is 
serving in this Division. The present organization has 
not given entire satisfaction. Some officers are of the 
opinion that a return to the regimental organization 
would be an improvement; others, especially, I think, 
among those who have been somewhat intimately asso- 
ciated with the Navy during the joint exercises of the past 
few years, favor doing away with the present company 
organization and replacing it with what may be called 
a district organization. I have not seen this scheme 
fully worked out, but I understand it to be based, partly, 
upon the naval system of assignment of crews to ships— 
each battery or post to have assigned a ‘‘crew’’—the 
“crews” of the various batteries in a district, plus the 
officers and men assigned to Headquarters Staff Depart- 


ments, ete., to constitute a district organization, which [ 


would be the lowest unit of the system. In my opinion, 
it would be found necessary, for purposes of discipline, 
pay, rations, clothing, ete., to subdivide this unit, and this 
would be getting back very nearly to the present system. 


The present law makes the present company organization ¢ 


very elastic. I do not think it has yet been fully tested. 
It seems capable of filling all or nearly all the essential 
features of the proposed district system. 

Much has been said and written upon the necessity for 
a higher grade of intelligence in the artillery soldier— 
to be secured by higher pay. This is to a considerable 
extent true: higher education and especially greater 
skill in mechanics naturally demand greater wages; what 
per cent. of the artillery personnel must be of a higher 
order I cannot say, but I believe that for the greater 
part of the enlisted force of the artillery arm, the average 
soldier, if he can be induced to remain more than one 
enlistment, will be found fully competent. There is 
an urgent demand for a decided increase in the Artil- 
lery Corps—commissioned and enlisted. I concur in this 
and fully recognize its importance; however, I cannot 
fail to notice the constant complaints of inability to 
keep the present authorized enlisted strength up to the 
maximum, caused by desertions and failure of discharged 
men to re-enlist. Would it not be wise, while asking 
for more men, to ascertain why we cannot keep those 
we have and try to provide a remedy? In my opinion, 
one principal cause of discontent is the monotony of the 
surroundings, without hope of a change of station; an- 
ther cause is the very frequent changes of company of- 
ficers: the officers and men do not get to know and de- 
pend upon each other as in other arms of the Service. 
Restlessness and desire for change and excitement leads 
the average man to enlist. The same feeling, with the 
addition of a liking for his officers and comrades, causes 
him to re-enlist. In many of the Artillery districts, 
I think it would be possible to quarter the companies at 
one or two central points where suitable barracks and 
quarters could be erected. The officers and men would 
be more comfortably quartered, have better opportunities 
for instruction, and with more social life and amusements 
should be more contented—the batteries being cared for 
by detachments and the troops going into camp near them 
for gun drill and target practice at proper times. With 
increase of pay, when justified by greater skill or higher 
education, a more permanent assignment of company of- 
ficers, better quarters in more pleasant locations, a pros- 
pect of change of station for the organizatieon—not the 
individual—at reasonable periods, I think service in the 
Coast Artillefy would be more attractive and the men 
more contented.

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


First Lieut. W. E. Noa, U.S.M.C., appealed on Sept. 
23 from the action of the Auditor for the Navy Depart- 
ment in disallowing his claim for the pay of an acting 
assistant commissary from Sept. 4, 1902, to Jan. 15, 
1904, while he was on duty at Isabela, naval station, 
Basilan, P.I. The Auditor disallowed the claim on the 
ground that there is no such grade, rank, or title as com- 


missary or acting commissary in the Marine Corps. The 
Comptroller of the Treasury has rendered a decision de- 
nying ‘Lieutenant Noa’s appeal and supporting the de- 
cision ef the Auditor. 

‘Comptroller Tracewell has decided that an enlisted 
man Of “the: Marine Corps is entitled, if he fulfills the 
requisite conditions, to additional pay as an expert rifle- 
man. Lieut. Col. George Richards, assistant paymaster, 
U.S.M.C., requested a decision as to whether Sergt. John 
Rt. Dixon, U.S.M.C., is entitled to the additional pay of 
one dollar per month provided for enlisted men of the 
Army who have qualified as expert riflemen. Sergeant 
lhixon holds a certificate as an expert rifleman for the 
target year 1904. The Comptroller held in a decision 
rendered last June that if the Navy Department should 
issue orders under which enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps may qualify as expert riflemen and they should so 
qualify, they would be entitled to $1 a month in addition 
io their pay, the same as is provided for expert riflemen 
in the Army. The commandant of the Marine Corps had 
already, in February, 1905, issued an order adopting the 
Army firing regulations for use of the Marine Corps. 
Therefore the enlisted men of the Marine Corps are en- 
titled to the additional pay for expert riflemen under the 
same conditions as enlisted men of the Army, and only 
so long as the soldiers of the Army are. Sergeant Dixon 
is entitled. to the extra pay provided he qualified under 
the instructions of Feb. 2, 1905, which does not clearly 
appear, the Comptroller adds, from the certificates that 
he holds. It is further held by the Comptroller that in 
computing the twenty per cent. additional pay for foreign 
service the $1 per month as expert rifleman should be 
included. 

Capt. J. E. Roller, U.S.N., in command of the U.S.S. 
Wyoming, in ordinary duty at Mare Island, was assigned 
to additional duty as member of a G.C.M., at the termi- 
nation of which he was to resume the command of the 
vessel, The Wyoming being under repairs and uninhab- 
itable, Captain Roller applied for quarters ashore and 
was informed that no quarters were available. ‘The 
Comptroller decides as follows: “The orders contem- 
plate some duty in connection with the ship and I am of 
opinion that he is in the status of an officer on shore 
duty at the Mare Island Navy Yard, where the Wyoming 
remains in ordinary. As no quarters are available, I am 
of opinion that Captain Roller is entitled to commuta- 
tion of quarters until the adjournment of the court- 
martial.” 

Comdr. Howard Gage, U.S.N., retired, on duty with 
the Asiatic Fleet as fleet engineer, being one of the en- 
gineer officers transferred to the line by the Act of March 
3, 1899, to perform engineer duty only, the question arises 
as to whether his assignment to sea duty, after having 
been retired with the rank of commander, is prohibited 
by Section 5 of that act, which provides: “That engi- 
neer officers transferred to the line to perform engineer 
duty only who rank as, or above, commander, or who 
subsequently attain such rank, shall perform shore duty 
only?’ The Comptroller decides “that an officer who has 
the rank of commander conferred upon him for the pur- 
poge of retirement does not attain that rank within the 
meaning of said act and is not prohibited thereby from 
performing sea duty.” With reference to the question 
whether Commander Gage can receive increased pay as 
a fleet engineer, the Comptroller says: ‘‘The effect of 
this act is practically to restore retired officers when as- 
signed to active duty to the active list for pay purposes, 
that is, their pay is not affected by the umstances of 
their retirement or by the grade which they may hold on 
the retired list. I do not think it was intended, however, 
to preclude such officers from receiving special pay for 
special services to which they would otherwise be en- 
titled. In such cases such special pay may well be con- 
sidered as pay of the grade from which they were retired 
within the meaning of said act unless there is some law 
which prohibits the assignment of retired officers to per- 
form such special duty. I am therefore of the opinion 
that the pay of a lieutenant commander serving as fleet 
engineer ($4,400 per annum) is the pay of the grade 
from which Commander Gage was retired within the 
meaning of said Act of June 7, 1900.” 
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The Governor Genéral of the Philippines cabled to the 
War Department with reference to the terrible storm on 
the afternoon of Sept. 26, particulars of which were pub- 
lished by us last week, saying that as all the wires were 
down reports have only been coming in for the last day or 
two. The reports are very discouraging. The storm orig- 
inated east of Samar, and swept over the northeast and 
north end of that island, and all southern provinces of 


Luzon, north to Manila. Reports have so far been re- 
ceived from the provinces of Laguna, Batangas, Sorso- 
von, Rizal, Cavite, Bataan, Samar and Zambales. Crops 
are practically all destroyed, including cocoanuts, hemp 
and rice. It is feared that damage equally great has been 
done in the provinces of Albay, Camarines, and Tayabas. 
The coast zuard cutter Leyte was wrecked off Samar, 
and all on board were lost except nine members of the 
crew, The officers lost were William M. Fisher, nearest 
relative, Martin Fisher, 1200 1-2 Western avenue Seattle, 
Washington; Frederick Hellburg, nearest relative, Ot- 
titia Hellburg, 302 58th street, New York city; E. M. 
Bentel, person to be notified, F. B. Cheney, Rochester, 
Pa.; C. J. Olsson, person to be notified, Mrs. August 
Joansan, Raback, Brusnas, Sweden; George Gardner, 
name of relative not given; and one postal clerk. Pas- 
sengers lost were James M. Dean, person to be notified, 
Ralt Almock, Portland, Ore., and George B. Hart. Also 
four others, names not known. The coast guard cutter 
Leyte was a 148-foot steamer, built in Shanghai for the 
civil government of the Philippine Islands, at a cost de- 
livered in Manila at $58,000. She had a crew of 36. A 
despatch from General Corbin, October 4, says: ‘Tele- 
grams dated Camp Daraga, Sept. 26 and Sept. 27, just 
received, report following results there: Typhoon last- 
ing from eleven o’clock at night, Sept. 25, until six next 
morning; five barracks and bakery blown down, totally 
wrecked ; four barracks, post exchange, five officers’ quar- 
ters, three non-commissioned staff quarters, forage house, 
one stable, one teamster’s quarters, badly damaged; roofs 
all or part blown away. Following injured: Ralph T. 
Stofer, Hosp. Corps, cerebral concussion, slight. Ninth 
Infantry: Columbus O’Bryan, Co. I, contusions, shoul- 


der and neck; William J. Carroll, Co. L, lacerated and 
contused wound, left foot; Albert Metzger, Co. L, contu- 


.sion head and face; Otto K. Eaglin, Co. M, contused 


wound, right temple; Louis E. Frost, Co. M, lacerated 
2nd contused wound scalp and sprain, left knee; John B. 
Goodwin, Co. K, contusion right side; John Hanley, Co. 
M, contusion severe, lumbar regions, probable fracture 
ribs; Frank Kohlert, Co. M, lacerated and contused 
wound, right leg and hip; Everett Miller, Co. M, con- 
tused and lacerated wound, right ankle; John Mulryan, 
Co. M, same, right foot; Louis J. Plante, Co. M, same, 
left foot and right hand; William I. Johnson, Co. M, 
compound comminuted lower jaw, same both bones right 
wrist, Excepting Hanley and Johnson, wounds thought 
not dangerous. Surgeon thinks all will recover. Except- 
ing Batangas, with which no communication yet, it is 
thought that all typhoon damages in this division have 
now been reported; repairs ordered and under way.” 
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The tentative program for the entertainment of Prince 
Louis of Battenberg and the officers and men of the 
squadron of the English fleet which he commands dur- 
ing their stay at Annapolis, Md., and at New York, has 
been announced at the Navy Department. The British 
squadron is expected to arrive at Annapolis on Nov. 1 
and on Nov. 2 Admiral Evans, commanding the North 
Atlantic Station, will entertain Prince Louis and his 
staff at dinner and the wardroom officers of the Amer- 
ican fleet will entertain at dinners the wardroom officers 
of the English squadron. On Nov. 3 Prince Louis and 
his staff are expected to arrive in Washington. The day 
will be spent in sightseeing by the visitors and on the 
following day President Roosevelt will receive Prince 
Louis and his staff at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
President will entertain his distinguished visitors at 
dinner at 8 o’clock the same day. Sunday, Nov. 5, will 
probably be spent by Prince Louis and the officers of 
his staff in Washington or in Annapolis as they desire. 
On Nov. 6 Rear Admiral Sands, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, will entertain the English visitors at 
the Naval Academy and on Nov. 7 the first squadron of 
the English fleet under the command of Prince Louis 
will sail from Annapolis for New York, arriving there 
probably on the evening of Nov. 8. Official visits be- 
tween the officers of the United States Navy at the 
New York Navy Yard and the municipal officials of 
New York City will occur on Nov. 9 and in the evening 
of that day Prince Louis and the members of his staff 
and his captains will be entertained at dinner by Mayor 
McClellan of New York. The officers of the English 
squadron will be entertained that night at private -din- 
ners and at theater parties. Brig. Gen. Frederick D. 
Grant, commanding the Department of the East, will 
give a luncheon on Noy. 10 to Prince Louis and his 
ofticers. On the evening of the 10th will be held the 
Naval Academy Alumni dinner. On the following day 
there will be an excursion to West Point, followed in 
the evening by the dinner to be given by Colonel R. M. 
Thompson. The next day will be Sunday. On the 13th 
of November the Chamber of Commerce of New York 
will give a lunch and the blue jackets of the English 
fleet will be entertained by the blue jackets of the 
American fleet. On the 14th Prince Louis will give a 
ball on ‘the English cruiser Drake and on Nov. 15 will 
be the dinner of the St. George Society. Nothing has 
been arranged for November 16, and on the 17th the 
English squadron will sail for Gibraltar. It is possible 
that a reception may be given by Rear Admiral Cogh- 
lan, Commandant of the New York Navy Yard, to 
Prince Louis on the afternoon of Noy. 10, and it is 
understood that the Pilgrim Society wishes to give him a 
dinner some time during his stay. 
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Col. George Ruhlen, U.S.A., deputy quartermaster gen- 
eral, who is on a tour of inspection of the army posts 
of the Pacific Coast, was at Port Townsend, Wash- 
ington, Sept. 27, and in an interview with a Leader re- 
porter, after his return from inspection at Fort Flagler, 
said in part: “Forts Worden and Casey have been 
brought up out of the woods and made two of the finest 
posts in the country. The work shows for itself to 
anyone who may take the trouble to investigate it. It 
is a most creditable work both to the officers in charge 
and the contractors who furnished the labor. I found 
at Forts Casey and Worden buildings that had been 
in use for from eighteen months to two years in just 
as fine condition as the day that they were turned over 
by the contractors and this without a dollar’s worth of 
repairs of any sort. I am very much pleased with the 
work that has been done by Major George H. Penrose, 
in charge of the local quartermaster’s office. It could 
not have been done better, and shows a_ thoroughness 
that is only obtained in work of this sort by a close and 
personal observation of the details of construction. | Fort 
Flagler has more troops than quarters, but it is not 
certain that one company that is there at present will 
remain, but if it does it will be necessary in the future to 
provide more accommodations at that point. There is 
one company stationed in temporary quarters at that 
post for which it will be necessary to make some ar- 
rangements. In regard to Puget Sound, it has more 
than its proportion, although not half enough accord- 
ing to officers here, when compared with posts in other 
sections of the country. There are not half as many 
men here as are needed, however, to take care of the ar- 
maments and buildings, but in other localities they are 
much less in proportion. Fort Worden is in need of an 
office bulding. ‘The one there was not intended for a 
post of the proportions that has been attained there, but 
the barracks and buildings are sufficient for the com- 
mand in its present proportions.”

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The body of Major General Kondratchenko, command- 
er of the 7th East Siberian Rifles, who was killed in De- 
cember last in the siege of Port Arthur and who is 
honored throughout Russia as the foremost hero of the 
war, arrived at Odessa, Oct. 1, on a steamer from Port 
Arthur. The body was received with a great civic and 
military demonstration, in striking contrast with the in- 
difference displayed on the arrival of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Stoessel. Deputations brought wreaths from many 
cities and from the Russian army in Manchuria. A 
special train conveyed the body in state to St. Peters- 
burg, where, in the presence of Emperor Nicholas, it 
was buried in the Alexander Nevsky Monastery. 
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The death of Capt. James R. Selfridge at the Boston 
Navy Yard will cause the following promotions in the 
Navy: Comdrs. George L. Dyer and C. P. Rees (an ad- 
ditional number) to be captains; Lieut. Comdr. William 
R. Rush to be commander, and Lieut. A. L. Willard to 
be lieutenant commander. The retirement of Comdr. J. 
B. Briggs on his own application after forty years’ ser- 
vice was announced this week at the Navy Department. 
As Commander Briggs was an additional number in his 
grade his retirement will not cause any promotion. Capt.

Rear Admiral J. B. Coghlan, U.S.N., commanding the 
navy, yard, New York, has taken occasion to state that 
with the present force of mechanics and the splendid mod- 
ern equipment, there would be no difficulty in reproducing 
the Connecticut at the yard.

The 
new torpedo is said to be effective at four thousand 
yards, travels submerged at a speed of thirty-five knots 
and is driven by 120 horse power turbines. Shots at a 
wet target 150 féet Jong. with a red flag in the center, 
struck the bull's eye-every time. 
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The Army cable ship Cyrus W. Field, of which Capt. 
lL. O. Lenoir, Signal Corps, U.S.A., is in charge, has 
about finished its work in New England waters, where it 
has been engaged in the Artillery districts of Boston and 
Portland in repairing cables connecting the coast defense 
forts and laying new lines of submarine communication.

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PROMOTION OF GENERAL WESTON. 

The appointment of Brig. Gen. John F. Weston, Com- 
missary General of Subsistence, to be a Major General 
in the line to fill the vacancy caused by the retirement 
on October 8 of Maj. Gen. George M. Randall, was 
announced by Secretary Taft on October 5. There will 
be no promotions and retirements of officers of the line 
prior to the appointment for active service of General 
Weston. It is understood that General Weston will com- 


mand the Northern Division. Colonel Henry G. Sharpe 
of the Subsistence Department will probably be made 
Commissary General as successor to General Weston. 
Wher Major General Samuel S. Summer retires _ for 
age on February 6 next he will be succeeded for active 
service by Brig. Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer. 
It is probable that Colonel James Allen of the Signal 
Corps wiil be appointed at that time to succed Gen- 
eral Greely as Chief Signal Officer. 

There is no man in the staff whose selection for the 
command of troops could more thoroughly commend 
itself to the Army than that of “Jack”? Weston. He is 
a soldier, every inch of him, and has been tried and 
proven by field and flood. He is a Kentuckian and en- 
listed in the Fourth Kentucky Cavalry in November, 
1861, when 16 years old, served through the war with 
that regiment and rose to the rank of major. By gal- 
lantry in action at Wetumpka, Ala., April 13, 1865, while 
serving as major 4th Kentucky Cavalry he won the 
medal of honor. Weston entered the regular army as 
second lieutenant in the Seventh Cavalry in 1867. One 
of his feats while serving with Custer was to swim the 
Yellowstone in the buff with his horse and make a 
reconnaissance on the other side after a detail had failed 
to get across owing to the strength of the current. 

General Weston was appointed captain and C.S. U.S. 
on Noy. 29, 1875, and received his appointment as Chief 
of the Subsistence Department Dec. 6, 1900. His ster- 
ling integrity, his fine business ability and the knowl- 
edge he had acquired of the tricks of adulteration and 
other devices designed to get the advantage of the Gov- 
ernment has made him a most valuable and _ efficient 
chief of bureau. The Commission Department will be 
sorry to lose him while heartily congratulating him upon 
his well deserved promotion. Of General Weston the 
New York Sun says in an appreciative notice of him: 

“There is no more loyal and faithful soldier in the 
service. It ix not too much to say that he saved the 
army at the front in the Santiago campaign by his tre- 
mendous energy as chief commissary at Siboney; and 
how he chafed because he could not be in the field 
sharing the common danger only those who know his 
Civil War record and his gallantry as an oflicer in the 
7th Cavalry with Custer gan appreciate. General Shaft- 
er, who was not given to compliment, declared that he 
owed his success in the brief but glorious campaign in 
Cuba more to his chief commissary than to any other 


man, and to emphasize the conviction he put it in writing—.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

By special executive order the designation of the Ma- 
nila garrison of the Philippine Constabulary, has been 
changed to the name of Constabulary School. The pre- 
siding genius of the “Colegio de Constabulario” is the 
adjutant general, Capt. Art F, Guthrie. The board of 
officers comprising the faculty are Lieutenants Ash, 
Grenwell, von Walziorf, De Los Rayse and Subin, in- 
spector Garcia. Two men in the Constabulary from each 
province are brought to the school every six months to 
receive instructions in English, reading, writing and 
spelling. besides the regular military drills and routine. 
Two hundred soldiers will be accommodated and each 
relay given a six months’ course, Officers will also re- 
ceive instruction. 

Ricardo Delfin, a corporal of the guard in the Con- 
stabulary, gathered the guns of a small detachment un- 
der him, but instead of returning to quarters he de- 
camped, taking the guns with him and hiding in Pam- 
pPanga province. He was discovered by the Constabulary 
detectives in Pampanga and returned to Manila, where 
lie was sentenced in the lower court to imprisonment for 
two years and the payment of a fine of $1,000. This de- 
cision has now been affirmed by the Supreme Court. 

tehind all of Secretary Taft's report on conditions in 
the Philippines, says the Philadelphia Ledger (Ind. 
Dem.), “the plain fact remains that the Philippines are 
not prospering under the American occupation, and that 
the people are not making appreciable progress toward 
material comfort or toward that political content for 
which material prosperity is the only possible foundation. 
This is a fact which the American people must take un- 
der serious consideration.” 

The Manila Times says: “If the scheme of one Man- 
uel Arguelles meets with the approval of the collector of 
internal revenue, as from present indications it will, Ma- 
nila and the Philippines will soon be transformed into a 
sort of checkerboard garden of Eden, where white Adams 
and brown Eves will be joined together in the bond which 
the preacher says let no man break asunder. Manuel 
wants to start a matrimonial agency, The motive which 
prompts him to such enterprise is a desire to see every- 
body of marriageable age and otherwise qualified to lead 
a life ef domestic bliss, happily mated. This in general. 
In particular he wants to see white Americans and ‘vir- 
tuous and graceful’ Filipino girls brought together and 
made ‘one flesh’ in the holy bonds of wedlock.” 

The health authorities ascribe the outbreak of cholera 
in the Philippines to the opening of a well closed during 
the cholera epidemic in 1902. From Aug. 23 to Aug. 28 
there were twenty-eight cases and eighteen deaths in Ma- 
nila, seventeen of the cases and eleven of the deaths be- 
ing in Belibid prison. With respect to cholera, small- 
pox, malaria and beri-beri, the Philippines health com- 
mission says: “The Filipinos have been not only much 
more liable to contract cholera than are the Chinese or 
Americans, but when they do get the disease, they are al- 
most twice as liable to die therefrom. The number of 
Americans who contracted the disease is unduly high; 
but the eases occurred largely among soldiers who en- 
tered native houses and partook of native foods and 
drinks in defience of standing military orders.” 

One of the party of visiting Congressmen, Hon. Wm. 
MeKinley, of Illinois, while at Manila handed a check 
for $2,500 to Col. Clarence B. Edwards, U.S.A., with a 
request that it be devoted to the most worthy charity in 
the islands. Colonel Edwards handed the check to Gov- 





ernor Wright with a request that he determine the dis- 
position of the money. 

The Philippine branch of the Red Cross Society 
organized Aug. 30 at Manila. The meeting, which 
called by Bishop Brent and Miss Mabel Boardman, 
attended by a large number of the most prominent 
zens of Manila. Secretary Taft acted as chairman 
in a short speech introduced Miss Boardman, who two 
years ago succeeded Miss Clara Barton in directing Red 
Cross affairs. General Corbin was elected a member of 
the executive committee of the society.

Capt. James Russell Selfridge, U.S.N., ordnance offi- 
cer at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., died in the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital, Boston, Sept. 29. The direct 
cause of his death was epilepsy.

Admiral Thomas O. Selfridge, U.S.N., retired, now a res- 
ident of Washington, D.C. It is the only ease in the 
American Navy where father and son simultaneously 
held the rank of admiral. Captain Selfridge was appar- 
ently in his usual good health when he left the navy yard 
Sept. 29 in the afternoon in his carriage to meet his wife 
at the South station. Mrs. Selfridge had been spending 
some weeks in New York. While waiting the arrival of 
the train, Captain Selfridge became suddenly ill and he 
was hastily driven to the Massachusetts general hospital. 
rhere the physicians diagnosed his case as epilepsy, and 
he died a short time after his arrival there. Captain 
Selfridge was born in Massachusetts and entered the 
Naval Academy July 21, 1864, being graduated in. 1868, 
and ordered to duty with the Pacific Fleet, He was pro- 
moted ensign in 1869, and served on various stations at 
home and abroad. At the outbreak of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, having become a lieutenant commander, he 
was made an executive officer of the monitor Puritan, 
in which he rendered valuable service throughout the 
war. The Puritan performed well the difficult and trying 
blockade duty off the ports of northern Cuba and Porto 
Rico, Commander Selfridge led a party of 100 bluejack- 
ets from the Puritan, Montgomery and Amphitrite, which 
took possession of the lighthouse on Cape San Juan r. 
Rt., the enemy retiring inland. The Spaniards returned 
to the attack shortly afterward, but were repulsed with 
heavy loss. In October, 1898, Commander Selfridge took 
command of the U.S.S. Sterling and was sent to Sandy 
Point, Straits of Magellan, with coal for the Oregon. On 
shore duty he did good service in the gun factory at the 
Washington Navy Yard and in charge of the hydrograph- 
ie office in Philadelphia. March 1, 1899, Commander 
Selfridge was placed on waiting orders. In November of 
the same year he was ordered to take charge of the New 
Orleans lighthouse station, he having been appointed 
lighthouse inspector for this district in the previous 
April. In September, 1903, Commander Selfridge was 
ordered from the naval War College to the Charleston 
Navy Yard as ordnance officer and as president of the 
hoard of inspection upon the detachment of Capt. Samuel 





W. Very. On March 9, 1904, Commander Selfridge re- 
ceived a commission advancing him to the grade of cap- 
tain. He leaves a wife and two daughters. 


‘The funeral was held at the navy yard, Oct. £ yas 
attended by all the officials and a ae pron he 
were conducted by Trinity’s new rector, Dr. Alexander 
Mann. Capt. Asa Walker, U.S.N., Capt. William § 
Muse, U.S.M.C., Col. Allan’ C. Kelton, U.8.M.C., Capt. 
Uriah B. Harris, U.S.N., Pay Dir. Eustace B. Rogers, 
U.S.N., and Med. Inspr. Ezra Z. Derr, U.S.N., were the 
pallbearers. The burial was at Forest Hills. 


Mr. William M. Pinkston, for many years an employee 
in the Quartermaster’s 


of the United States Government 
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and other departments and for the past few months with 
the Alaska Central Railroad as purchasing agent at Sew- 
ard, died Sept. 28 in Seattle, Wash., at the Providence 
hospital. Death was the result of an ailment contracted 
while serving the Government in the Philippines. Mr. 
Pinkston was a member of the Elks and his funeral was 
held under the auspices of that organization. A widow 
and two children, a son and a daughter, survive the de- 
ceased. Mr. Pinkston entered the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment of the Union Army during the Civil War and 
was connected with that service up to 1887, when he 
went West and entered the employ of the Union Pacific 
Railroad. He also engaged in mining operations in Brit- 
ish Columbia and Montana. At the outbreak of the Span- 
ish-American War, Mr. Pinkston went into the Quarter- 
master’s Department again and was chief clerk at Ma- 
nila during the insurrection in the Philippines, until 
the sickness which finally caused his death forced 
him to return to this country in 1901. Subsequent- 
ly he became chief clerk for the signal office of the 
Hivision of the Philippines, remaining there a year, when 
he accepted the position of purchasing agent of the Can- 
ton & Hankow Railroad, with headquarters first at Can- 
‘on and later at Hong Kong. Again sickness compelled 
him to return to the United States, which he did last 
spring, going to Seattle, whence he went to Seward, Alas- 
ka, as purchasing agent of the Alaska Central. His 
widow was the daughter of Hon. Levi Wilson, of Leaven- 
worth, Kans.

Major Hewitt entered the Military 
Academy from West Virginia July 1, 1870; was graduat- 
od and appointed second lieutenant of the 19th Infantry, 
June 17, 1874: was promoted first lieutenant and captain 
in the same regiment, reaching the latter grade June 4, 
1892. He was retired with the rank of major Feb. 2, 
1901, for disability incident to the Service. 

Mrs. Ella C. Lestrade, mother of the wife of Capt. 
Laurence C. Brown. Art. Corps, died suddenly Oct. 3 at 
her home, 50 west 45th street, New York city. 

The death has occurred at Harrogate, at the age of

trig. Gen. William Sinclair, U.S.A., retired, died in 
Washington, D.C., Oct. 3, aged sixty-eight years. Gen- 
eral Sinclair had Bright’s disease, and had an acute _ill- 
ness of but three days. He was born in Ohio on Feb. 
15. 1835, and entered West Point in 1853, at the age of 
eighteen years. He was graduated July 1, 1857, as brevet 
second lieutenant. He was promoted to second lieu- 
tenant in the 3d Artillery July 31, 1858. He _ served 
in Harper’s Ferry expedition to suppress John Brown’s 
raid: in the siege of Yorktown: the seven days’ battle 
‘round Richmond, in 1862; at the battle of Manassas, 
where he was wounded; in the battles of Antietam and 
South Mountain, and in the march to Falmouth. In 
iSG2 he was made a colonel and placed in command 
of the 6th Pennsylvania Reserves, where he continued 
for one year. At Harrison’s Landing, in the Rappahan- 
nock eampaign, he commanded a brigade of Pennsylvania 
Reserves and led them, under Meade, in Franklin’s at- 
tack on Lee’s left at Fredericksburgh and in the defenses 
of Washington. General Meade appreciated the fine 
services of Colonel Sinclair, and in his report on the 
battle of Fredericksburgh said: “To Colonel Sinelair, 
particularly, who had command of the advance during the 
whole day, and who was severely wounded, I desire to 
express my obligations for the _ assistance rendered 

©.” Wounds sustained at Fredericksburgh disabled 
him until 1863. He did brilliant work in the Vicksburgh 
ampaign and the capture of the city, and also in the 
capture of Jackson, Miss. He was appointed assistant 
inspector general of the 13th Army Corps in 1863, serv- 
ng until 1865. He took part in the Red River expedi- 
‘ion and participated in the fights at Alexandria and 
Markville, La., in 1864. In 1865 he went on tours of 
nspection in Arkansas and Indian Territory. After 
he Civil War he served on the frontier against the 
indians, and in Pennsylvania in 1877 against rioters. 
Ile commanded at various times the most important 
forts on the American seacoast. His last service was 
in command of Fort Slocum, N.Y. Fe was promoted 
major, 2d Artillery, April 6, 1885: lieutenant colonel, 
ath Artillery, June 6, 1896; colonel, 7th Artillery, March 
S. 1898, and brigadier general, Feb. 8, 1899. He was re- 
tired as a brigadier general of Artillery Feb. 13, 1899. 
Funeral services were held at St. John’s Episcopal 
Church Qct. 5, and the interment was at Arlington, with 
military honors. The pallbearers were Gens. Dainger- 
field Parker, Anson Mills, Marcus P. Miller, John W. 
Wilson, and John J. Coppinger, U.S.A., and Dr. Lloyd 
Magruder. The services were also attended by a special 
committee from the Military Order of the Loyal Legion. 

Mate August E. Strom, U.S.N., died in hospital at na- 
val home, Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 3, 1905, of valvular 
disease of the heart. He was born Aug. 5, 1865, in Fin- 
land, and was appointed a mate Jan. 1, 1899. Fyneral 
services will be held at the naval home, Philadelphia, and 
interment will be at Arlington National Cemetery.

King Edward had expressed a desire to see General Chaf- 
fee, but an engagement precludes the possibility of his 
going to Balmoral, where the King is now residing. 

Gen. Horace Porter, who was commander of the New 
York Commandery of the Loyal Legion when he was 
appointed Ambassador to France, was the guest of 
honor at Delmonico’s Wednesday evening at the first 
dinner given by the commandery since his return, Com- 
mander Thomas H. Hubbard presided.

A. Lincoln Seligman and Stewart L. Woodford. Gen. 
Hubbard read a telegram from Ambassador Jusserand 
paying a high compliment to Gen. Porter as an able and 
honorable man and as an Ambassador who performed 
a signal service in cementing the friendship of the French 
and American peoples. Gen. Hubbard then introduced 
the guest of the evening. Gen. Vorter, whose happy 
speech was followed by one from Secretary Root, who 
paid a warm tribute to the services of General Porter 
at home and abroad.

been of great value. among other ways. in bringing the 
Army and Navy closer together.

Mail advices received give General Bell's 
speech as follows: “General and Gentlemen: All the 
foreigners who visit beautiful France know well her bril- 
liant history, and in regarding the numerous and magnifi- 
cent monuments left by the glories of Kings and Emper- 
ors have been quite naturally led to think that France 
has preserved in her Government some remains of autoc- 
racy. Quite on the contrary, we find a government en- 
tirely of the people, for the people, and by the people. 
It is, indeed, that of the nation which in memorable cir- 
cumstances has devoted itself entirely to the idea embod- 
ied in those words, ‘Liberty, quality. Fraternity.” Those 
three words only become real, only assume their noble 
and true sense, in a country where all the citizens serve 
their fatherland of their free will, whatever their degree 
or their fortune. In this beautiful country we have ad- 
nired so many things that it is difficult to say what is to 
be admired most. For my part. the respectful but cor- 
dial and friendly sentiment which the French soldier 
entertains towards his superior has impressed me deeply. 
It is in affectionate terms, touched with admiration and 
respect, thaf he addresses his generals and his other 
chiefs, I have never remarked in him the least sign of 
discontent. Everywhere, on the contrary, he has mani- 
fested his desire to please his officers. Tis ever-alert in- 
telligence is a characteristic of the French people. The 
greatest exertions are obtained from the French soldier 
without any necessity to resort to severity. His indefat- 
izable energy and his endurance have filled me with such 
admiration that T deem him worthy of a special tribute 
for so many fine qualities. It is therefore for me a very 
great honor toe propose the health of a man, always 
ready, always jn good humor, contented when he is hun- 
gry, carrying a horse's load) without) grumbling. and 
marching faster. IT drink {9 the health of the simple sol- 
dier of France,”

FORT SILL. 


Fort Sill, O.T., Oct. 2, 1905. 

The target practice of the 2d Provisional Regiment is 
still progressing favorably, and barring accident will be 
finished by Oct. 20. With the completion of the target 
practice and some maneuvers not contemplated at the 
time of the issue of General Order 89, the regiment will 
have completed all the work assigned to it by that order, 
and more. Taken all together, the summer has been a 
strenuous one and the time well employed by the bat- 
teries of this command. 

The 15th Battery and two troops of the 13th Cavalry 
Squadron, left at 11 o’clock this morning under command 
of Capt. Charles G. Treat, Art. Corps, for Anadarko, I. 
T., where they will be assembled with a battalion of the 
2th Infantry en route to this post from Fort Reno, O.T.

Their receipt makes the equipment for 
fire control complete, and so far it has generally given 
good satisfaction.

are all anxious to procure ammunition that has been fired 
for souvenirs, and may often be seen in the vicinity of the 
targets in quest of it. It is reported that some of the 
men of a mercenary turn of mind have found some of the 
fired shells, polished them and sold them for good prices 
to the souvenir hunters. 

The members of the Fort Sill Social Club, composed of 
the squadron of the 138th Cavalry, gave a hop in the post 
hall last Wednesday evening, to which a large number 
of their Artillery friends were invited. Capt. F. L. Dade, 
post commander, and Mrs. Dade led the grand march, 
which had fifty couples in line, after which the dance 
was enjoyed until long after midnight. Cake and ice 
cream were served, and were enjoyed, as was the dance, 
by all present.

Mr. William H. Taft, Secretary of War, arrived in 
Washington, D.C., Oct. 2 after an absence of three 
months. Among those at the station to greet him were 
Gen. R. S. Oliver, Assistant Secretary of War; Gen. J. 
C. Bates, U.S.A. Mr. Taft stated that the trip was 
even a greater success than he had hoped for. “*We were 
gone,” he said, “ninety-two days, and in that time trav- 
eled 25,000 miles and made thirty extensive stops.

Because there have been a few additional cases of 
diphtheria reported among the members of the entering 
class at Annapolis, the Navy Department, acting upon 
the recommendation of Rear Admiral Sands, Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, has directed that the 
members of the second, third and fourth classes, now on 
leave, shall not report at the Naval Academy until Oct. 
14. On that date the Naval Academy will be opened. 
At present there are reported to be forty cases of diph- 
theria or diphtheretic sore throat, although there have 
been no deaths and none is anticipated. Before the main 
body of the midshipmen are permitted to return all the 
Academy buildings will be thoroughly fumigated. The 
members of the fourth class not affected by the disease 
liave been quartered on the frigate Hartford. 








Orders are soon to be issued by the War Department 
transferring the 124th Company of Coast Artillery from 
Fort Constitution, N.H., to Fort Andrews, Boston Har- 
bor. It is not the intention of the War Department to 
send any troops to Fort Constitution to take the place of 
the 124th Company. A small detachment of men will be 
kept there to care for the guns and other Government 
property. 
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ARBITRATION BY COMPULSION. 

The advocates of international arbitration who met 
in annual conference at Lake Mohonk in June have ad- 
vanced a stage in their plans. At a previous session Rich- 
mond Pearson Hobson, late of the Navy, appeared at the 
conference and presented his views. They were in effect 
that arbitration to be effective must be compulsory and 
he urged that the United States should be provided with 
a Navy so powerful that it could overcome all the other 
Powers and so effectually flourish the “big-stick” as to 
force them to obey its orders to keep the peace. The 
United States, Mr. Hobson argued, was unique among 
the nations in its desire for peace; its isolated position 
and its business and commercial interests making univer- 
sal harmony among the nations essential to its welfare. 
Hence it was best fitted of all to act as the constable or 
marshal to enforce the decrees of international tribunals. 

The ideas of Mr. Hobson did not meet with applause 
at the time, but they appear to have been growing in fa- 
vor at Lake Mohonk. When the Czar of Russia present- 
ed himself as a champion of arbitration and suggested to 
his brother monarchs the policy of disarmament peans 
were sung in his honor during the yearly convocations 
there. Now that the ruler of all the Russias has back- 
slidden, as shown by his war with Japan, the Mohonk 
advocates of arbitration are in the state of mind of the 
good deacon with the runaway horse who trusted in God 
until the breeching broke and then looked out for himself. 
If the nations will not accept arbitration peaceably they 
propose to make them do so, a la Hobson. Justice Brewer 
called the attention of the last arbitration conference to 
the fact that the United States Supreme Court, of which 
he is a distinguished member, has the organized power of 
eighty millions of people? and if there be need of force, 
all the strength of the nation, to compel obedience to its 
judgment. ‘There is no power,” he said, “of this kind 
back of the award of the arbitrators, and it is that which 
is liable to occasion trouble in the future. Take the 
Hague Convention. That, as has been said over and over 
again, stands as an epoch-making event in the history of 
international arbitration. And yet it provides for no 
power to compel obedience; it recommends only.” 

“Will it be possible,’ asked Judge Brewer, “ever to 
make the nations agree that force shall stand behind the 
award of arbitrators and compel the nations to yield 
obedience?’ We have foreseen this difficulty with inter- 
national arbitration and have heretofore called attention 
to it, but we could suggest no remedy. One has revealed 
iiself to Judge Brewer, which is so simple that we are 
surprised that we should have overlooked it. It is merely 
to bring about an agreement among the nations that any 
nation which refuses to refer its international disputes 
to arbitration, or to abide by the award of the arbitrators 
selected in accordance with the provisions of the Hague 
Convention, or some other convention, shall be isolated 
from intercourse with or recognition by any other nation 
on the face of the earth. Said the learned justice: 

“Take Germany, for instance, which stands up as per- 
haps the great military power of the world. If all the 
other civilized nations would say, ‘From this time for- 
ward, until you submit the dispute, with France to arbi- 
tration, we will withdraw all.our diplomatic representa- 
tives, we will have no official communication with you, 
we will forbid our citizens from having any business 
transactions with your citizens, we will forbid your citi- 
zens from coming into our territory, we will make you a 
Robinson Crusoe on a desolate island!’ there is no na- 
tion, however mighty, that could endure such an isola- 
tion, such an outlawry as that would be. The business 
interests of the nation would compel the Government to 
recede from its position and no longer remain an outlaw 
on the face of the globe.” 

Taking the experience of history into the account, it 
has not seemed within the bounds of possibility to enforce 
such a policy as this and it requires even now the pres- 
tige of a justice of the Supreme Court to secure for this 
suggestion respectful treatment. Without some such 
authoritative name to give it currency, it would be ac- 
cepted as an emanation from the brain of a crazy fanatic. 
Any more ingenious method of embroiling the nations in 
war could not well be devised. 

And thus it is proposed to put an end to war! Faney 
the nations of the world saying to England and the Unit- 
ed States that there shall be no further intercourse be- 
tween them, and none between one of them and any other 
nation, because they have a dispute which they cannot 
agree to arbitrate, The mere refusal to arbitrate is, ac- 
cording to this program, to be considered sufficient cause 
for disintegrating the commerce of the entire world, and 
subjecting millions to distressful poverty. If this is the 
best a judge of our Supreme Court has to offer, how hol- 
low is the pretense that international arbitration is to 
put an end to war. 

Judge Brewer presented his proposition as an alterna- 
tive one to the program prepared for the International 
Conference in August, which provides as follows; “The 
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armed forces of all the nations represented to be at the . 


service of the Congress for the enforcement of any decree 
rendered by the Hague Court, according to the treaties 
of arbitration.’’ ‘The Judge found a precedent for such 
action as that proposed in the international military 
movement for the rescue of the diplomatic representa- 
tives in danger at Pekin during the Boxer troubles in 
China. Still he ‘did not believe that it would work on a 
larger scale, for, as he said, “it is not to be expected that 
the nations will agree that any one nation shall be a sort 
of international sheriff or marshal to execute the process 
of any court; the independence and equality of the na- 
tions forbid such an expectation, at least for a genera- 
iion.” This is all true and it is marvelous that a man 
who could see so clearly the difficulties of this imprac- 
ticable scheme should imagine the possibility of bringing 
about an agreement among the nations to establish such 
un unjust and unholy boycott as that he himself pro- 
poses. 

In reply to Judge Brewer, Hon. George W. Taylor, M. 
‘, from Alabama, said: “It may seem inconsistent, but 
{ favor a good navy—what some would call a big navy. 
| favor a navy to maintain peace and to enforce the man- 
cates of an International Court of Arbitration. The 
hoyeott has been suggested this evening as the power to 
control nations and enforce the decrees of the Hague 
‘ribunal, I cannot assent to this proposition, no matter 
how earnestly urged nor how high and able its advocate 
may be. The boycott will not do. It is vicious in prin- 
ciple and would prove worse in practice.” 

At the end of a glowing tribute to Stephen Decatur, 
Mr. Taylor said: ‘Decatur vigorously injected an Amer- 
ican idea into the law of nations. He broke up piracy 
ind made peace on the Mediterranean Sea. He did not 
do it by speech-making nor diplomacy, nor yet by arbi- 
ration. He did it with a navy, which we for many years 
allowed to go out of use. All honor to the stout old 
sailor! May his memory live forever in American hearts! 

“Our Navy is being rebuilt, and I am glad of it. There 
s more danger on the Pacific Ocean with absolute dis- 
irmament than ever there was on the Mediterranean Sea, 
| do not mean from the nations through organized war, 
for under the influence of this conference I am beginning 
:o accept as a reality what for years has been a dream— 
‘hat human effort and intelligence can and will invent 
ome preventive and make an end to wars between na- 
‘ions. But the stopping of war will not stop murder, nor 
altogether reform humanity. An unprotected merchant 
marine sufficient to carry the commerce of the Pacific is 
‘oo tempting for the cupidity of man to resist in this or 
iny other age. ‘Man’s inhumanity to man’ is not a mere 
echo from the past; it stalks abroad in the present in the 
boyeott, the strike and the lockout, and threatens and 
overshadows the future with the awful cloud of anarchy 
ind assassination.” 

It is agreeable to find so refreshing a breeze of com- 
mon sense dispelling the miasma which gathers over the 
vaste of words in which the talkers at Lake Mohonk are 
‘00 apt to lose themselves. With their purpose of put- 
ing an end to war we are in entire sympathy, as are the 
Navy and Army, but if the methods which members of 
he conference propose from time to time, as in the case 
of Judge Brewer, were to be adopted, peace would be im- 
nossible and we should have all the misery of war with- 
out its benefits. The adoption of International Arbitra- 
‘iou as a substitute for war after the methods advocated 
by some of the philosophers of Lake Mohonk is an im- 
possible dream. But what unlimited possibilities of 
naval expansion does Mr. Taylor suggest when he pro- 
poses that the Navy of the United States shall add to 
other duties that of enforcing the decrees of arbitration 
-ouneils upen recaleitrant nations! This is flourishing 
the “big stick” w ith a vengeance, 
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WHAT SECRETARY TAFT PROPOSES. 


The Secretary of War, Hon. William H. Taft, reached 
\Vashington this week after his long trip to the Philip- 
ines, China and Japan. During his absence, Secretary 
‘aft while at sea made a careful study into the various 
mportant questions affecting the Army, which he will 
© called upon to face this fall prior to the time when 
“ongress convenes. The Secretary has fully made up his 
nind now regarding many matters in which officers of 
he Army are greatly interested. He this week kindly 
consented to talk for publication to our Washington rep- 
resentative on many of these questions, 

“Are you still, Mr. Secretary, in favor of promotion 
by selection in the Army?” 

To this question Secretary Taft replied that he had 
fully made up his mind after reading the various com- 
munications which have appeared in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL on promotion by selection, that it would 
be absolutely impossible to have such a system for the 
Army and have officers satisfied. He said: “I do be- 
lieve in promotion by elimination. I shall certainly 
strongly recommend to the President that the examina- 
tions for promotion in the Army be conducted with great- 
er severity and if any officer is found disqualified for pro- 
motion he be treated according to law by being suspend- 
ed from promotion for a year and then re-examined. I 
am convinced that the welfare of the Army demands a 
weeding out of the undesirable material and I believe 
that this can best be accomplished by making the exam- 
inations for promotions very severe. I cannot say that 
I have yet made up my mind to recommend that Con- 
gress be asked to legislate in order to make it mandatory 
that all officers up to and including the grade of colonel 


be examined professionally and mentally for promotion, 
as well as physically.” 

Secretary Taft commented on the criticisms heard 
from the Army of the rule adopted by the War Depart- 
ment not to recommend for appointment as brigadier gen- 
eral any colonel with a Civil War record, who, under the 
law, is entitled to retire a brigadier general on his own 
application. In this connection the Secretary said: 

“The question with me is the intent of the law. I am 
convinced that the law was enacted by Congress for the 
sole purpose of rewarding officers of the Civil War and 
at the same time getting on the retired list the older offi- 
cers, thus making room at the top for the younger and 
more energetic officers. Several of the Civil War colo- 
nels have thus far refused to retire with the rank of 
brigadier general. ‘They might just as well apply for 
retirement now for I assure you that I shall never rec- 
ommend to the President that he make any of these offi- 
cers a b®igadier general. I intend to adhere strictly to 
my rule and not to recommend for appointment as briga- 
dier general in the line of the Army any officer who is 
entitled because of his Civil War services to go on the 
retired list with advanced rank. I propose to do my part 
to advance to the top the younger and more energetic 
officers and I shall not depart from the rule I laid down 
last year. 

“No,” said Secretary Taft, in reply to a question, “I 
am not in favor of making bureau chiefs of the War De- 
partment. major generals and placing them on.the retired 
list. In this respect I differ from my predecessor who 
was willing to place bureau chiefs on the retired list with 
the rank of major general. At the present time it is not 
my intention to recommend that any of the bureau chiefs 
be made major generals and immediately retired.” 

Secretary Taft said that it had been finally and abso- 
lutely decided to make Brigadier General Adolphus 
W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, a major general for ac- 
tive service upon the retirement in February of Major 
General Sumner. The Secretary said that he did not 
propose to promote and retire when these vacancies oc- 
curred and before the permanent appointmnt of Weston 
and Greely any of the brigadier generals of the line. ‘He 
said that the selection of Generals Weston and Greely 
was made by the President, and while the Army might 
object to the policy of making staf€ chiefs major generals 
in the line for active service, the cases of these two ofli- 
cers were exceptional. 

Secretary Taft seems to feel more optimistic than the 
other officials of the War Department over the prospects 
for Army legislation during the forthcoming session of 
Congress. He said that he had received assurances from 
Republican and Democratic members of the House and 
Senate Military Committee that the bills for the reor- 
ganization of the Medical Department and the Ordnance 
Department would be passed by both Houses this year. 
Secretary Taft also said: 

“T have about made up my mind to ask Congress to 
authorize about 4,500 additional men with the necessary 
officers for the Artillery Corps of the Army. These men 
are greatly needed at the present time and I believe that 
Congress will see the justice of my request.” 
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For the purpose of making the men of the Navy of the 
United States as proficient in the use of small arms as 
they are with the big guns of their ships, the Government 
is now establishing a target range at Guantanamo, on 
the island of Cuba, that will be one of the most complete 
of its kind in the world. A recent report to the Navy 
Department shows that already two hundred of these tar- 
gets have been erected. When completed there will be 
five hundred, and large as this number seems there will 
be none too many. On the contrary it is probable that 
ere long an increase will have to be made. The ranges 
will be at 200, 300, 600 and 1,000 yards, and the firing 
line will be more than 2,000 yards in length. The Guan- 
tanamo range will be utilized during the winter naval 
maneuvers. When these maneuvers take place there are 
an average of fifteen ships with a complement of fonr 
hundred men each in Cuban waters. This makes an aggre- 
gate of six thousand men, every one of whom will be re- 
quired to do his “turn’’ at rifle practice. With such a 
number of men and the time at the disposal of the fleet 
more or less limited, it will be easily seen that five hun- 
dred targets is none too many. It is the purpose of the 
Department to have these targets in shape for the com- 
ing maneuvers which will be held either in December or 
January next. Suitable medals and other awards for ex- 
cellence in marksmanship have been provided as incentives 
for the men to attain a high degree of efficiency. Divided 
according to their records, the men will be arranged into 
-cClasses so that the Department will at all times know 
just who the best shots of the Navy are and where they 
are stationed. The record of a ship both with small arms 
and the main and secondary batteries will be taken into 
consideration in assigning the ships of the Navy to spe- 
cial lines of duty, and it will be the aim of the men to 
make such records that they will be chosen by the De- 
partment to participate in the most highly prized cruises. 








The chiefs of the various bureaus of the War and 
Navy Departments are now hard at work on their annual 
reports and their estimates for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1907. A large number of the reports have al- 
ready been submitted and one of them, the very interest- 
ing report of Paymaster General Dodge of the Army, we 
print elsewhere in this issue. As a result of the policy 
of retrenchment agreed upon by the heads of the various 





executive departments it.will necessarily. follow that the 
estimates for the next fiscal year will have to be held 
down to as low a figure as possible.. This is greatly to be 
regretted, as the same condition existed last year: ‘and 
funds. which should have been made available for the use 
of the military and naval services during: the present -fis- 
cal year probably cannot be obtained next year either. 
The last Treasury statement shows’ that during the’ ‘first 
quarter of the present fiscal year the expenditures on 
the Army and Navy showed a decrease, as compared with’ 
last year, while those for the civil service increased. The 
tetal for Navy and Army during the quarter was $58,- 
407,000 this year and $65,038,000 last year.. This in- 
dicates a saving for the year of-over $20,000,000 ‘from 
the expenditure for the Services. 
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The Bureau of Ordnance ‘of the Navy Department is 
conducting some interesting tests. with the idea of obtain- 
ing a bag for powders which will be wholly ignited in 
the gun and will not leave. any burning. waste which 
might cause the premature explosion of another charge 
being placed in the chamber of the gun. The surge bag 
now in use does not meet the requirements of the naval 
Service. The bureau is at present testing the silk bag 
used in the Army, and it is believed that this will meet 
all the needs of the Navy. For the present the experi- 
ments of the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Depart- 
ment with various shapes and sizes of grains of smoke- 
less powder have been discontinued. Additional samples 
of powder prepared in shapes and sizes directed by offi- 
cers of the bureau are now being manufactured and as 
soon as these are made the important tests are to be con- 
tinued. 
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The New York Tribune says: “Almost every week 
now brings new evidence that the Army has not given up 
the fight for the'restoration of the post canteen, which 
was abolished by Congress some time ago, against the 
protests of a majority of the officers in the Service. The 
latest officer of rank to take up the cudgels for the can- 
teen is Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, commanding the 
Department of the East, with headquarters on Governors 
Island. There is nothing uncertain in his stand, which, 
as he says, is best outlined in his annual report for 1905, 
which has just been made public by the War Depart- 
ment.” This introduction is followed by a statement by 
General Grant of his views which have been -fully pre-- 
sented in his report. 
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A recommendation will certainly be made to Congress 
during the forthcoming session by the Navy Department, 
that the fifteen per cent. difference between the pay of a 
Navy officer ashore and at sea be removed. Such a recom- 
mendation was made to Congress last session and was 
received with favor by the members of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, This committee, however, has * 
made a careful investigation into the question of navy 
pay and has come t6é the conclusion that a radical read- ~ 
justment of the pay of officers of the Service will have to 
be made. <A full report on this subject will be made to 
Congress shortly after it convenes in December. 
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The Committee on Fortifications of the Taft Board, ap- 
pointed by the President to revise the project of coast 
defenses for the United States, has recently returned to 
Washington from its important tour of inspection on the 
Pacific coast. This committee, of which Major Gen. 
John P. Story, U.S.A., retired, is the chairman, has now 
inspected the fortifications and proposed sites for forti- 
fications on both the Atlantie and the Pacifie coasts. The 
Secretary of War intends that a full report of this board 
shall be in the hands’ of Congress shortly after that body 
convenes in Decentters 

President Roosevelt has decided to visit New Orleans, 
La., on Oct. 26, and return to Washington on a war- 
ship. At this writing it had not been definitely de- 
termined what vessel the President will use on his 
return trip, but it probably will be the Cleveland, the 
Tacoma or the Galveston. In deciding to go te Wash- 
ington by sea, the President was influenced by his desire 
not to come into conflict in any way with the quarantine 
regulations of the Southern States, incident to the yellow ° 
fever outbreak. 
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Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte will recommend te 
Congress at the forthcoming session the construction of 
two or more first-class battleships of not less than 18,000 
tons displacement. He will also recommend, it is under- 
stood, the construction of colliers and a few gunboats of 
small size. The program of naval increase is now re- 
ceiving the serious consideration of the General Board 
of the Navy. 
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Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff, is expect- 
ed to return to Washington on Oct. 15.

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HEALTH OF THE ARMY. 

The report of Brig. Gen. R. M. O’Reilly, Surgeon Gen- 
eral, U.S.A., is a formidable document for length, over 200 
pages, but it is one of the most interesting reports of the 
year and the information it contains is most valuable. 
Following is a summary statement of the number of cases 
of disease among enlisted men, calculated on mean 
strength of 58,740, as reported on the monthly sick re- 
ports of the Medical Department. Notwithstanding a 
large part of the Army was serving in the Tropics. there 
was no admission for snake bite:

The case mortality of certain special diseases noted 
was as follows: Epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis, 58.33 
per cent.; pneumonia, 15.60; tuberculosis of the lungs, 
12; typhoid fever, 7.14; erysipelas, 6.25; measles, 1.65; 
dysentery, 1.13: syphilis .10. As a cause of discharge for 
disability venereal diseases led, tuberculosis was second 
with a rate of 1.80, insanity third, rate 1.46, and organic 
disease of the heart fourth, with 1.36 per thousand of 
mean strength. Of the 1,377 discharges for disability. 
793, or 57.59 per cent., were for disabilities not in the 
line of duty. of which 546, or 68.85 per cent., were con- 
tracted before enlistment ; 279 men were discharged with- 
in three months after enlistment. A study of the causes 
of the discharges for disabilities contracted before en- 
listment shows that with few exceptions they should have 
been discovered by the medical examiner, and a_ large 
majority of them should not have been overlooked even 
by the recruiting officer. Of the 584 discharges in the 
line of duty eighty-two were for injuries; of the remain- 
ing 502, 19 per cent, were for tuberculosis, 10 per cent. 
for insanity, 8.5 per cent. diarrheal diseases, and 7 per 
cent. for diseases of the ear. ‘There were 206 admissions 
for gunshot wounds, with forty-four deaths, and 2,850 
admissions for wounds other than gunshot, with fifteen 
deaths. Twenty-one men were killed in action and forty- 
two wounded: of the killed two were by gunshot; of the 
wounded twenty-eight were by gunshot. There were for- 
ty-five soldiers drowned, 11 per cent. of the total deaths 
from all causes, indicating how important it is that all 
soldiers should have systematic instruction in swimming. 
Twenty-seven soldiers committed suicide; ten deaths were 
due to homicide. 

The admission rate was 1,354.94; that for 1903-4 was 
1.507.483, and for the quinquennial period, 1898-1902, 
1,985.60. Venereal diseases show an increase, and an 
average of 715 men, equal to eleven full companies of 
Infantry, were constantly on the sick report. There is a 
marked reduction in diarrheal and malarial diseases. <Al- 
coholism showed a slight decrease. There was a decided 
increase in insanity, most of it contracted before enlist- 
ment. Pneumonia was unusually prevalent and fatal. 
There were twenty cases of poisoning by methyl alcohol, 
mostly bay rum. 

The mean strength of officers was 3,421 from the Med- 
ical Department reports and 3,815 from the Military Sec- 
retary. There were 2,276 admissions, twenty-seven 
deaths and 106.82 constantly non-effective from all 
causes, equal to proportions of 665.30, 7.08, and 31.25, 
respectively, compared with 1,354.89, 6.75, and 49.80 for 
enlisted men. It will be seen that the admission rate was 
less than one-half that for enlisted men and the con- 
stantly non-effective figure considerably lower. The 
death rate was higher, but this is due to the much larger 
proportional number of deaths among officers from gun- 
shot wounds, the respective death rates from disease be- 
ing 2.62 for officers and 3.87 for enlisted men. 

Influenza was of first importance as a cause of admis- 
sion from disease, with a rate of 68.99; diarrheal dis- 
eases, malaria, bronchitis, and dengue followed in regular 
order, with rates 65.47, 48.52, 43.26, and 11.40, respec- 
tively. Heart disease caused the most deaths from dis- 
ease, 0.79 per thousand; there were eleven deaths from 
wounds and one officer was drowned. 

For disease, the Engineers had the highest admission 
rate. with the Cavalry next, and the Ordnance the low- 
est. For injuries, the Cavalry had the highest admission 
rate, the Engineers next and the Medical Department the 
lowest. In discharges for disease, the Cavalry had the 
highest figure, with the Coast Artillery second, and the 
Ordnance lowest: in discharges for injury, the Cavalry 
again led, with Field Artillery second: the Engineers and 
Signal Corps had no discharge for disability on account 
of injury. 

The death rate for disease was highest in the Signal 
Corps, with Engineers next, and lowest in the Field Ar- 
tillery; the death ratio for injury was highest in the Ord- 
nance, with Infantry second, and lowest in the Engi- 
neers. The Infantry had fourteen men killed in action 
and twenty-seven wounded, giving ratios per thousand of 
0.60 and 1.16 respectively; Hospital Corps had four 
killed and four wounded, ratios 1.29 and 1.29; Cavalry, 
one killed and nine wounded, ratios 0.09 and 0.77; Sig- 
nal Corps, one killed; Engineer Corps, one killed: Field 
Artillery, two wounded. The Hospital Corps, a so-called 
non-combatant branch of the Service, led all others in 
the number of killed and wounded per thousand of 
strength. 

Twenty-one enlisted men were killed in action and 
forty-two wounded. Of the twenty-one killed, in thir- 
teen cases the bodies were not recovered in time to de- 
termine the nature of the wound; of the remainder, six 
were killed by cutting arms and only two by gunshot. Of 
the forty-two wounded, twenty-eight were by gunshot and 
fourteen by cutting arms; three died and three were dis- 
charged subsequently for disability, the result of the 
wounds. Three officers were killed in action and six 
wounded. 

The number and character of surgical operations per- 
formed by medical officers during the year and the re- 
sults obtained by them show that the Army possesses a 


large proportion of surgeons of a high order of ability. , 


Excluding injuries, venereal diseases and alcoholism, 
the Department of the Colorado had the highest admis- 
sion and death rates, while the Department of the Lakes 
had the highest discharge for disability, total loss and 
constantly non-effective ratios. The Department of the 
Columbia had the lowest admission rate, while for dis- 
charge for disability, deaths, total losses and non-effec- 
tive figures, the Department of California had the best 
record. The healthiest departments are Columbia and 
California; the healthiest posts are Fort Niagara, Mad- 
ison Barracks, Fort Hancock, Presidio of Monterey, 
West Point. The least healthful posts are Fort McKin- 
ley, Fort A. G. Wright, N.Y.: Key West Barracks, 
Fort Myer, Jefferson, Columbus Barracks. The presence 
of so many recruits at Columbus Barracks explains the 
fact that it had the highest non-effective rate. All the 
rates for the colored troops, except the death rate, were 
lower than for the white, as is usual. There were twen- 
ty-seven suicides of whites and none among the colored. 
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REPORT PAYMASTER GENERAL OF ARMY. 


Brig. Gen. Francis 8. Dodge, Paymaster General of the 
Army. in his annual report, states that the appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year were $30,510,364.88, of which 
$2,969,070.80 were on hand June 30, 1905. 

All public funds put into the hands of disbursing of- 
ficers have been satisfactorily accounted for. All troops, 
wherever stationed, have been regularly and promptly 
paid. Monthly payments have been extended to the whole 
Army. The officers of the Department have been faith- 
ful and energetic in the performance of their duties, and 
the General again expresses his gratification that no com- 


plaints have been received of delayed payments because of 
neglect on the part of paymasters. The work of this office 
has been faithfully and efficiently performed and is kept 
well up to date. The permanent clerical force is wholly 
insufficient for giving to the disbursing accounts received 
for examination that thorough administrative scrutiny 
which it has always been the aim of this office to give to 
the money papers of all officers handling funds pertaining 
to the Pay Department. 

The accounts for disbursements to the organized militia 
show progressive improvement in the preparation of the 
rolls on the part of company commanders, and on the 
part of the State disbursing officers a more accurate 
knowledge of the laws and regulations under which Pay 
Department funds are disbursed. 

‘The extension from one to three years of the time 
for which the additional pay to expert marksmen ac- 
crues under one qualification was a step in the right di- 
rection and placed the men on the same basis in that 
respect as gunners of the Artillery Corps. The incentive 
to good marksmanship among the enlisted men should be 
increased by an increase in the reward for good shooting, 
for on that in time of war depends the issue of battle. 
The recommendation in the last annual report that ex- 
pert riflemen be allowed $38 per month extra, sharp- 
shooters $2 per month, and marksmen $1 per month, is 
therefore renewed. 

As the system of paying troops at posts generally by 
express was found not to work advantageously, the 
posts paid from each pay station were arranged in one 
or more trips, with a view to economy and expeditious 
payment. This gives entire satisfaction, enabling the 
paymaster to quickly clear up any ambiguities appearing 
on the rolls and to impart such information as may be 
called for relative to payments made and to be made. 

The principal object of the allotment law is to furnish 
a safe means whereby enlisted men on distant duty may, 
zs expeditiously as possible, put into the hands of those 
dependent on them for support such part of their pay 
as they may desire to contribute for that purpose. En- 
listed men wishing to put away money for their-own 
savings can find in the deposit system ample and ab- 
solutely safe means of doing so. The allotment system 
calls for careful and unremitting attention from the Pay 
Department to protect the Government from loss through 
payments to allottees where corresponding collections 
have not been made from grantors. The percentage of 
ultimate loss to the United States is very small, measures 
being taken to have losses made good when the responsi- 
ble party is in the Service. If the system is to be re- 
tained as a permanency it should be restricted in its 
operations to the principal object hereinbefore set forth ; 
and if thus limited it will be a beneficial agency and 
should be encouraged in all reasonable ways. It is there- 
fore recommended that the privilege of making allotments 
of pay be limited to those desiring to make provision for 
dependents. The Army Regulations of 1904 make it the 
duty of the immediate commanding officers of enlisted 
men to see that no allotments are made for the purpose 
of securing advances on pay, yet the allotment rolls 
indicate that the practice has not been entirely stopped. 
Under the present regulations allotments are not to be 
suspended—they must be either paid or discontinued. 
From July 1, 1872, to June 30, 1905, $26,294,325.67 was 
received from soldiers’ deposits, and $23,709,579.89 was 
returned with $1,512,880.31 in interest. The amount re- 
maining to the credit of depositors is $2,584,746.28. 
There were 91,461 deposits in 1900; 111,004 in 1901: 
80,833 in 1902; 61,948 in 1903; 59,970 in 1904, and 51,- 
382 in 1905. The law is very beneficial to the men, af- 
fording them the means of investing their savings in an 
absolutely safe way. Such restrictions should be thrown 
around a soldier’s deposit book as to render it valueless 
for purposes of hypothecation. 

General Dodge invites attention to the remarks on the 
subject of commutation of quarters in the last annual 
report and again earnestly recommends that legislation 
be had increasing the commutation of quarters for of- 
ficers. The increase in the cost of material and labor 
has so inereased the cost of building that rents are far 
above what they were when the present number of rooms 
and rate per room were fixed. 

On the subject of details from the line, General Dodge 
says: “The present law against permanent appointments 
in the staff corps and departments will result in course 
of time in all the grades in the Pay Department being 
filled by officers detailed from the line. I believe such a 
condition will be found not to work satisfactorily either 
to the officers and men depending on the paymasters for 
their pay and allowances, or to the officers detailed as 
paymasters. I, therefore, recommend that the law be 
so amended as to limit details to vacancies occurring 
in the grade of captain, for which captains of the line 
should be selected as now. By Section 26, Act of 
Feb. 2, 1901, the continuous detail to the staff corps of 
line officers above the grade of major is permitted. In 
my opinion this law should be changed, making all grades 
above captain permanent appointments. Vacancies in 
the grade of major should be filled by permanent appoint- 
ments of captains, who, as detailed paymasters, have 








demonstrated their entire fitness physically, morally, 

and: nvéntally. These permanent appointees should be 

eligible to promotion to include the gradéi of colonel. 
* 


“The lower grades in the department should be filled 
by men in the prime of life, carefully selected because 
of demonstrated character and ability, and who are will- 
ing to become hard students of the literature of the de- 
partment. Tq ¢ncourage men of the caliber noted to 
apply for detail in the Pay Department, there should be 
held out an incentive in the shape of a permanent ap- 
pointment when the ability and determination to fill the 
requirements have been shown. Men above the age of 
50, the age at which the average officer may expect his 
majority, do not as readily acquire a mastery of a com- 
paratively new subject as do younger men. For this 
reason I am not in favor of details in the department 
above the grade of captain. The captains of the line who 
have served in the Pay Department by detail have been 
efficient and zealous and have discharged their duties 
in an eminently satisfactory manner. 

As to clothing settlements, he says: ‘‘Any plan or sys- 
tem by which the method of keeping the clothing ac- 
counts, and entering therein the credits due the United 
States or the soldier, can be simplified, must of necessity 
be of interest to the Service. Experience both as a com- 
pany commander and a paymaster leads me to believe 
this can be done, and I beg, therefore, to submit the fol- 
lowing views on the subject. * * * Those of us who 
have commanded companies know full well that the prin- 
cipal charges against the soldier on the muster and pay 
rells for clothing overdrawn oecur at the first settlemen: 
after his enlistment, and we know, too, that in a great 
majority of cases the soldier is in no way to blame for ir. 
That this has been a cause of dissatisfaction and com- 
plaint and a possible cause of desertion in the past | 
have no donbt, and any change tending to ameliorate 
these conditions must, in my judgment, inure to the 
benefit of the Service. 

“My plan, briefly outlined, is as follows: Give the sol- 
dier, upon his final acceptance by the United States Gov- 
ernment, an immediate credit of the money value of his 
first outfit of clothing and a mouthly allowance thereafter 
to maintain it in proper condition to the end of his enlist- 
ment or the date of his discharge. I would abandon 
all half-yearly and yearly allowances and consider only 
the allowance for the three consecutive years of an en- 
listment. Furthermore, I would eliminate from the cloth- 
ing allowance such articles as collar and cap ornaments, 
etc., and treat them as expendible articles, as is done 
in the case of many other things now borne upon the 
property returns of officers of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. 

“To illustrate: The allowance of clothing for three 
years for a private of Infantry, according to General 
Orders 105, War Department, 1905, is $161.10. Assume 
that immediately upon his acceptance into the United 
States Army the recruit (Infantry) must be provided 
with a complete outfit, comprising the allowance for the 
first six months, the total cost of which is $69.82. De- 
ducting this amount from the total for three years as 
given above and we have $91.28 remaining as the balance 
of credit to which the soldier will thereafter be entitled: 
and this last sum divided by 36 gives a monthly allow- 
ance of $2.54. The daily allowance, if there is to be 
one, should be obtained by dividing the monthly allow 
ance by 30. 

“I do not pretend that the foregoing allowance, as con- 
stituting the first outfit of the recruit, is correct or ab- 
solute; I prefer to leave that question to be settled by 
officers more recently in command of troops. I simply 
contend that the initial issue of clothing to the soldier 
is as much a part of his military equipment as the rifle 
he carries or the horse he rides, and being required to 
supply himself with all the articles of clothing neces- 
sary for the performance of full military duty, it is only 
fair and just to him to supply them at the expense of the 
Government; and to this end their money value should 
constitute a credit in his clothing account as of the first 
day of his enlistment. 

“This scheme would be absolutely fair and equitable, 
since, no matter how much the price of clothing might 
increase or diminish, the monthly allowance would buy 
just as many articles in one case as in the other, and it 
has the merit of simplicity because each soldier of any 
particular grade in the Army would receive identically 
the same allowance during any given fiscal year as all 
other soldiers of like grade in the Service. Settlements 
should be made, as now. on the 30th of June and the 31st 
of December each year, and the money value of any cloth- 
ing overdrawn should be charged against the soldier on 
the muster and pay rolls of the company to which he be- 
longs on those dates. But no such charge should be 
made unless the total amount drawn exceeds the total 
credits up to the date of settlement. No credit for un- 
drawn clothing is to be noted on the rolls until after the 
soldier’s discharge. 

“It seems to me that the above plan does only exact 
justice to the soldier and at the same time is absolutely 
fair and equitable to the Government, in that it does not 
involve the expenditure of one additional dollar in money. 
Naturally the clothing accounts of the men now in the 
Service would have to be settled under existing regula- 
tions; but I see no reason why the new scheme might not 
be put into operation on any coming January 1 or July 
1 in cases of men thereafter enlisting. This method of 
settling clothing accounts, though revolved in my mind 
for many years, has not hitherto been suggested for adop- 
tion because of its wide variance with the systems in 
vogue until the existing one was ordered. My plan does 
not differ widely from the present practice, and I offer 
it for consideration in the belief that it may be found 
to have some commendable features, 

“That the Army is underpaid, especially in the case of 
enlisted men, is too weil known to require demonstration. 
It may be a fact that the American soldier is better paid, 
better fed, and better clothed than are soldiers of other 
countries, but this is a fallacious argument and unwor- 
thy of a place in any discussion of the subject, because 
it is equally a fact that before he joined the colors he 
was better paid, better clad, and better housed than the 
class of citizens of foreign countries from which the re- 
cruits for their armies are drawn. The true basis of 
comparison should be with the condition of his compeers 
in civil life; is he as well paid considering the duties he 
has to perform, and is he as well off at the end of his en- 
listment as he would have been had he not entered the 
military school? The complicated machinery of the mod- 
ern armament requires thinking, educated men—a class 
to whom the present rate of pay offers but slight induce- 
ment to enter the Service in times of prosperity. 

“The last complete pay schedule for the Army was 
passed by Congress in the year 1870, or thirty-five years 
ago, and, while liberal at the time of passage, is now al- 
together inadequate. 

“A complete schedule of the rates of pay would take 
up more space than it is thought desirable to use for such 
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purpose in an annual report, and it is, therefore, my in- 
tention to submit later for consideration a schedule based 
on present conditions. 

“In the appropriation for 1905 are included many 
items which do not appear in the appropriation bill for 
1875, such as $1,000,000 for the militia, $321,580 for the 
Alaskan cable, $300,000 for War College buildings, etc., 
totaling $1,664,580, which being permanent in their char- 
acter, and having no bearing on the annual expenditures, 
should be excluded from any calculations having in view 
a comparative statement of the relative cost of the mili- 
tary establishment at the present time and thirty years 
ago. ” care these items the following results are 
obtained :

“These items comprise pay and allowances and the 


proper proportion of the amounts appropriated for the 
Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, Medical, Signal, Engineer 
and Ordnance Departments. 

‘Tf the appropriations for ordnance and transportation 
had no more than kept pace with the increase in the 
Army, the individual cost for 19% would be $746.74 instead 
of $851.61, or an excess for 1875 over 1905 of $21.27. 
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DEPARTMENT OF LUZON REPORT. 

Brig. Gen. W. S. Edgerly, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Luzon, reports that at the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30, 1905, at the post of Fort McKinley, Rizal, es- 
tablished by G.O., May 12, 1904, buildings sufficient to 
accommodate the whole of the 16th Infantry and an addi- 
tional squadron of the 8th Cavalry were approaching 
completion. Accommodations for two additional troops 
of Cavalry were completed at Camp McGrath, Batangas. 
Camp Eldridge, Los Bajfios, Laguna, was _ practically 
complete for a battalion of Infantry. Camp Stotsenburg, 
near Angeles, Pampanga, is an excellent station for a 
cavalry regiment. It needs, however, a cold storage room 
and an ice plant. The important station of Camp Dar- 
aga, Legaspi, Albay, is complete for two battalions of In- 
fantry, and regimental headquarters. Camp Wallace 
Union, is the most northerly station now occupied by 
troops and is a very important one. It has a fine target 
range, a very good drill ground and is one of the health- 
iest sites in the Department. It needs a steam launch. 
The removal of Malahi Island military prison and post to 
some other point is recommended, as the quarry which 
gave employment to the prisoners is exhausted and the 
position is not a desirable one. It was in contemplation 
to abandon Pasay Barracks and Mesa Barracks as sta- 
tions. Thirty-four stations were abandoned during the 
year. Some of them have been reoccupied by Scout com- 
panies and detachments as necessity required, but Aparri, 
Nueva Caceres, Caloocan, Malate and Luneta Barracks 
and Camp Morrison have been permanently abandoned. 

Under the new regulations the department commander 
is required to do surveying work, which would take up 
practically all of his time unless the surveying officer 
recommended in every case that the property be submit- 
ted to an inspector. 

There has been marked improvement over tormer years 
in medical and surgical conditions in this Department, 
owing to various reasons, but chiefly to the excellent 
work of post surgeons in exterminating mosquitoes, and 
improved facilities for procuring ice and fresh vegetables. 
Venereal infections still constitute a pregnant source of 
admission to sick report, although representing a smaller 
percentage than for previous years. It is believed that a 
co-operation -of the civil authorities looking toward a 
medical supervision of known or suspected sources of 
contagion, would be helpful in combating this baneful 
condition. The building formerly used as a general hos- 
pital at Los Baiios should be repaired and a department 
hospital be established at this place. 

During the year three commissioned officers were tried 
and acquitted. There were 491 trials of enlisted men by 
G.C.M. and 487 convictions, Number of men dishonor- 
ably discharged, 189. There were thirty-three trials by 
garrison courts, with twenty-five convictions. If suitable 
amusement rooms and gymnasiums were provided at 
every post, they would lessen the number of trials result- 
ing from the intemperant use of intoxicants. 

Fifty-five companies in the Department fired the full 
course with rifle or carbine, with the result of fifty-five 
expert riflemen, 256 sharpshooters and 273 marksmen. A 
very creditable showing. At the Division Infantry Com- 
petition twelve of the twenty-seven medals were won by 
men from this Department, the highest score, 809, being 
made by Sergt. Thomas Hinton, Co. I, 3d Battalion of 
Engineers. At the Division Carbine and Pistol Competi- 
tion half the numbers of each team was composed of men 
from this Department and scores were equal to those 
made in the similar Army Competition. 

The business of this department has been conducted in 
a highly satisfactory manner, the officers as a whole be- 
ing accurate, energetic and obliging. The present system 
works smoothly and is efficient. 

There are now operated by the Signal Corps approxi- 
mately 1,220 miles of land and 471 miles of cable lines. 
A great deal of reconstruction work has been done and 
the results obtained have been very satisfactory. 

The affairs of the Q.M. department appear to have 
been well conducted during the year. It would be in the 
interest of the Service to form a group of all the classi- 
fied employees now in these islands, and willing to re- 
main here, to create an insular service and to allow only 
such of the clerks now in the United States as are young 
and robust, without large incumbrances, to come here in 
exchange with those men who desire to return to the 
United States. 

The operation of G.O. No. 99, W.D., has practically 
abolished the slender control exercised previously by the 
department commander over the companies of native 
Scouts. 

In the capture or disposal of a number of bands of 
ladrones, Jan. 26 and 27, Major Frederick W. Sibley 
and his officers and men, both Infantry and Cavalry, are 
entitled to a great deal‘ of credit for the energy and per- 
sistence shown by them, which resulted in the killing of 
seventeen ladrones and the capture of 131 ladrones and 
112 rifles. With the exception of this and an engage- 
ment with Oruga’s band of nine outlaws, April 24, 1905, 





there has been no‘ othed\ avtive field service in this De- 
partment during the year, 

The clerical work of the military secretary’s office has 
been and continues to be very arduous and heavy. It is 
recommended. that soldiers detailed to assist in it should 
receive some extra money consideration. 


DECISIONS BY THE GENERAL STAFF. 


The commanding officer of the 2d Infantry recently re- 
quested a decision as to what officials are entitled to an 
escort of honor under A.R. 419; also as to the appropri- 
ate size of such escort. It was recommended by the First 
Division of the General Staff that a decision circular be 
issued to the effect that so much of Paragraphs 404-408, 
inclusive, as regulates the firing of personal salutes, 
should govern in the matter of furnishing escorts of hon- 
or. ‘That the size of the escort will be determined by the 


commanding officer, due regard being had to the rank of 
the personage, number and character of troops available, 
and the circumstances of time and place. 

The question of the amendmént of Paragraph 170 of 
the Army Regulations was this week presented to the 
General Staff for consideration. This paragraph relates 
to the detail of non-commissioned staff officers on extra 
duty. The question arose as to whether the approval of 
the War Department is required for the detail of regi- 
mental non-commissioned staff officers on extra duty. The 
Virst Division of the General Staff reported as follows: 
“It is considered that to require such approval is not in 
the line of good administration, and in view of conflict- 
ing views and decisions in the matter, amendment of 
Paragraph 170 is recommended so as to clear the ques- 
tion up.” 

A recommendation has been made to the Chief of Staff 
of the Army by the First Division of the General Staff 
that a sergeant major, junior grade, of the Field Artil- 
lery Battalion be allowed one saddle horse. In a report 
on this subject the First Division calls attention to the 
fact that his duties are analogous to those of a sergeant 
major of a Cavalry squadron and it is obviously essential 
that he be mounted. 

The First Division of the General Staff has recom- 
mended in a memorandum report that the uniform order 
be so amended so as to prescribe crossed cannon as hat 
ornaments for sergeants major, Artillery Corps. The 
General Staff has also recommended that suitable hat or- 
naments be prescribed for enlisted men of the Hospital 
Corps, Signal Corps, Ordnance Department and Army 
Service Corps detachment at West Point, for whom no 
such ornament is now prescribed. 

The settlement of the question of conflict between Par- 
agraph 959 of the Subsistence Manual and A.R. 672 is 
made the subject of a report by the First Division of the 
General Staff. The former paragraph provides that in 
case damaged subsistence stores are accepted, and it ap- 
pears that they were probably damaged when received 
from the contractor, reclamation may be made on him 
without waiting for the action of a surveying officer on 
the property. Paragraph 672, A.R., provides that in case 
there are defects or shortages in public property, the re- 
sponsible officer will apply for a survey to determine and 
fix the responsibility. A case, it seems, recently arose at 
Fort Logan H. Roots in which a survey was asked for 
under this paragraph on some subsistence stores, which 
were found damaged and were destroyed to prevent con- 
tumination of other stores. Reclamation was then made 
on the contractor who stated he would replace the stores 
if the damaged articles were returned to him. This be- 
ing impossible, the Government sustained the loss. The 
General Staff in its report on this subject says that a 
careful consideration indicated that there is really no 
conflict existing between the paragraphs referred to. 
When the responsible officer applies for a survey under 
A.R. 672, the commanding officer may then direct recla- 
mation to be made as provided by Paragraph 959, Sub- 
sistence Manual, or proceed as was done in the case in 
question. 

The First Division of the General Staff of the Army 
has made a report on the proportion of enlisted men of 
an organization permitted to go on furlough. A.R. 104 
limits this to five per cent., but in a report to the War 
Department the commanding officer of the 25th Infantry 
recommends that this limitation be removed, believing 
that the 11th Article of War covers the subject fully. In 
its report on this matter the General Staff says: ‘This 
article leaves it discretionary with the commanding offi- 
cer when in garrison as to the number of men given fur- 
loughs, but in the field limits the number to five per cent. 
It appears that the limitation to five per cent. at all 
times was first made in the 1901 edition of the Army 
Regulations and was apparently based on G.O. 126, W. 
D., Aug. 25, 1898, which authorized commanders of in- 
dependent brigades and other small independent com- 
mands to grant leaves of absence and furloughs to not 
more than five per cent. of their force. It is deemed ad- 
visable to return to the old status, leaving it to the com- 
manding officer’s discretion, as recommended by the com- 
manding officer, 25th Infantry, and an amendment of the 
Army Regulations is recommended accordingly.” 
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LAUNCH OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Christened with a bottle of sparkling wine at the hands 
of Miss Mabel Clare Money, daughter of Senator Money, 
of Mississippi, the U.S. battleship Mississippi was 
launched with great success at the yards of the William 
Cramp Ship and Engine Company, her builders, at Phila- 
delphia, Pa., on Sept. 30, in the presence of a distin- 
guished party of guests and thousands of spectators. Miss 
Money, in christening the fine vessel, decided to take no 
chances, and just as the big craft started down the ways 
she hit the prow such a smack with the bottle that the 
foaming wine bespattered not only the vessel, but the 
handsome blue broadcloth dress of the fair sponsor. 
Miss Money did not mind the shower of wine, however, 
in the least, and among the many congratulationes she 
received none were more hearty than those from Admiral 
George Dewey and Rear Admiral George W. Melville, 
U.S.N., who clapped their hands enthusiastically when 
the bottle was so deftly broken. 

Among those present in the christening party were: 
Admiral George Dewey, U.S.N.; Rear Admirals Geo. W. 
Melville, J. F. Hanscom and F. Rogers, U.S.N.; Sen- 
ator Money, Mrs. Money, Congressman Robert Adams, 
jr.; Lieut. Comdr. Isam Takashita, Japanese naval at- 
taché at Washington; Lieutenant Commander Lan, of 
Argentine Republic, naval attaché at Washington; Na- 
val Constr. F. B. Zahm, U.S.N.; Lieut. Comdr. 8S. S. 
Wood, U.S.N.; Lieut. Comdr. H. T. Winston, U.S.N.; 
Major Cassius E. Gillette, U.S.N.; Edwin S. Cramp, 
Charles H, Cramp and Charles T. Taylor, secretary and 





treasurer of the Cramp firm. Governor J. K. Vardaman, 
of Mississippi, could not be present, owing to the quar- 
antine regulations. Neither could his staff and a host of 
prominent Mississippians who had planned months ago 
to witness the event. Mr. Taylor personally directed the 
launch and had charge of all the arrangements. He in- 
structed Miss Money in the catechism of battleship chris- 
tening, and she certainly learned her lesson well. 

The launch was witnessed by fifteen thousand persons, 
crowding into the yards and buildings around the battle- 
ship. After the ceremonies the launching party and sev- 
eral hundred other people were the guests of the Cramp 
firm at an elaborate luncheon. It was a complete and 
successful social and naval event. The North and South 
joined hands and a spirit of national fraternity and good 
feeling were in evidence on every hand, especially be- 
tween the two great sister States, Pennsylvania and Mis- 
sissippi. Senator Money, in the course of a brief speech, 
said: ‘We are almost purely an agricultural State, but 
we are willing to contribute our share of taxes toward 
building up the Navy.” 

The Mississippi is a vessel of 13,000 tons, and a sister 
ship to the Idaho. The general dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Length, 375 feet; breadth, 77 feet; mean gross 
draft, 27 feet 1 1-2 inches; total coal bunker capacity, 
1,750 tons. The main battery consists of four 12-inch, 
eight S-inch and eight 7-inch breechloading rifles and two 
18-inch submerged torpedo tubes. The secondary battery 
consists of twelve 3-inch rapid-fire guns, six 3-pounders, 
four 1-pounders, two 3-inech field pieces, two machine 
guns and six automatic guns, caliber .30. The 12-inch 
guns, arranged in pairs, are in two electrically controlled, 
balanced, elliptical turrets on the center line, one on the 
upper deck forward and the other on the main deck aft, 
with an are of fire of about 270 degrees and 250 degrees, 
respectively. 

The hull of the Mississippi and her sister ship is pro- 
tected at the water line by a complete belt of armor, nine 
feet three inches wide and of a uniform thickness of nine 
inches for about 244 feet amidships, forward and aft, of 
which the belt is reduced in width and the thickness is 
gradually decreased to four inches at the stem and stern. 
Triangular athwartship armor in wake of water line belt 
is seven inches uniform thickness. There is a complete 
protective deck extending from stem to stern, the deck 
being flat amidship, but sloped at the sides throughout 
and at each end. The big armament which the Missis- 
sippi carries is in the nature of an experiment for a 13,- 
(00-ton ship. She will be able to hurl a tremendous fire, 
and in action will rank as one of the most formidable of 
the fighting machines, though lacking the radius of action 
of the other new battleships. 

The Mississippi is equipped with triple-expansion twin 
screws of 10,000 indicated horsepower, fitted with eight 
Babcock & Wilcox water tube boilers, set in water-tight 
compartments. Her contract speed is 17 knots. Except 
for the windlass and steering gear, practically all the 
other machinery will be run by electricity. Wireless tel- 
egraphy apparatus will be installed, and, in fact, the 
Mississippi is so equipped as to equal in every way the 
highest standard of requirement for a modern warship. 
There are commodious quarters provided for the crew of 
750 officers and men, fitted in the most up-to-date man- 
ner, with special attention paid to sanitary needs. 

The cost, exclusive of armor and armament, was not to 
exceed $3,500,000. The sister vessel, the Idaho, is also 
being built by William Cramp & Sons. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS, 


The Navy Department has decided to send the Boston, 
lately at the Puget Sound naval station, as the relief of 
the Princeton at Panama. The Princeton has been on 
that station for several months, and it is considered dan- 
gerous to maintain a ship in that port for too long a 
time, so the Boston will proceed to the Isthmus and as 
soon as she reports there the Princeton will sail for San 
Francisco. It will be recalled that the Bennington was 
en route for Panama for the same purpose when the ter- 
rible accident occurred. ‘The Boston is regarded as an 
ideal ship for tropical duty on account of the excellent 
ventilation afforded by her method of construction. 

The U.S. battleship Kearsarge arrived at League Isl- 
and, Pa., Oct. 2, after a two days’ trip from Province- 
town, Mass., for a few minor repairs. 

The Navy Department has directed that the supply- 
ship Celtic be placed in commission as soon as practic- 
able at the Puget Sound naval station. The destination 
of the Celtic has not yet been officially announced, but 
it is understood that she will be employed, as in the past, 
for supply duty in connection with the fleet on the Pa- 
cifie coast. 

The Navy Department, Oct. 2, received a cablegram 
announcing the arrival of the cruiser Cincinnati at Moji, 
and stating that the vessel would sail from Moji for 
Shanghai. No reference was made in the despatch to any 
mishap to the vessel. The Japanese steamer Taiwan 
had previously reported at Moji that when passing Hime 
Island, off the Bungo coast, at one o’clock a.m., Oct. 2, 
she found the Cincinnati aground.on that island. 

The U.S. collier Nanshan, Captain Prideaux, ar- 
rived at Manila Aug. 29 last, with nine men from ‘the 
wrecked bark West York, after an interesting trip dur- 
ing which the United States gained some more territory. 
The Nanshan was despatched to Flat Island Aug. 7, and 
the island was sighted on Aug. 18, but no trace of the 
wreck could be found. Cruisings were immediately or- 
dered among the smaller islands and the wrecked ship 
was discovered on an unchartered island. The crew was 
taken on board the same day and the Nanshan sailed at 
once on her return trip. The island being uncharted, 
Captain Prideaux annexed it to the Philippines in the 
name of the United States. The position of the island, 
from surveys made by Captain Prideaux is in latitude, 
11 degrees 6 minutes; longitude, 114 degrees, 59 minutes, 
thirty seconds, east, 41 miles west, 114 north, of Flat 
Island. Captain Prideaux named the island after the 
ill-fated bark, West York. 

Liberty men from the Kearsarge whose leave expires 
Friday afternoon, Oct. 6, are directed by Capt. Raymond 
FP. Rodgers to report on board the Kearsarge on Satur- 
day, Oct. 7, in the North River, N.Y. 

Mr. Truman H. Newberry, of Detroit, Mich., who is 
to succeed Assistant Secretary of the Navy Charles H. 
Darling when the latter leaves Washington to become 
Collector of Customs in Burlington, Vt., conferred with 
Secretary Bonaparte on Oct. 2 upon his coming duties. 
Ile will not take office until after Nov. 1. 

The Maryland cruiser fund commission on Oct. 2 
awarded the contract for making the silver service testi- 
monial to be presented to the cruiser Maryland. The 
service will cost $5,000, and will consist of forty-eight 





pieces, thirty-one pieces representing historical events 


in the counties of the State, twelve punch cups, repre- 
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senting the first twelve colonial governors; three ladles 
and two servers. On each piece will be the great seal 
of Maryland and a reproduction of the cruiser in bas 
relief. The set is to be finished by April 1 next, and 
the presentation will take place in Maryland waters 
some time in the spring. 

Seaman Chas. Anderson, of the U.S.S. Alabama, had 
a thrilling and wonderful escape from death on Sept. 30 
at Drovincetown, Mass., when the Alabama was lifting 
anchor. The cable got foul about the anchor after it 
was lifted, and Anderson was sent down to loosen it. 
While he was doing so the man at the drum let go of the 
controller, dropping the huge anchor and the seaman 
into twelve fathoms of water. There was a bowline un- 
der Anderson’s arms, and after a few moments’ struggle 
under the water he freed himself from the line after men 
on deck had let it go and tried to reach the surface. 
The cry of “man overboard” was raised, and almost 
simultaneously a lifeboat was swung out on the davits. 
Within two minutes, perhaps, Anderson came to the sur- 
face astern of the ship. There was blood about his head 
and he gave no signs of life. IX. M. Wagner, seaman, 
leaped over and swam to Anderson, and he was followed 
by C. KE. Anderson, ordinary seaman, and Ordinary 
Seaman William Brennan. The lifeboat was down 
a moment later and all hands were hauled aboard. The 
unconscious seaman had the water forced out of him by 
his rescuers before the boat was hoisted aboard ship. 
Surgeon C. J. Decker found a contusion on the vertex 
about four inches: in diameter, and several abrasions of 
the hands and neck, evidently caused by contact with 
barnacles on the ship’s null, When Anderson came 
to he said that he had gone all the way down to the 
bottom with the anchor, and that he had rid himself 
of the bowline in a hurry for fear that it would get 
tangled with the cable and hold him down and drown 
him. He said he had made two efforts after coming 
up and hitting his head against the ship’s hull to dive 
from under her, and after the second one he had become 
unconscious. Capt. W. H. Reeder, U.S.N., commanding 
the Alabama, in an official report giving the facts, stated 
above, concludes it as follows: “As soon as Charles 
Anderson was taken in the boat, the members of the 
crew showed great presence of mind and skill in reliev- 
ing him of some of the water he had swallowed. I have 
the honor to commend to the favorable consideration of 
the Department, Emile M. Wagner, seaman; Cornelius 
kK. Anderson, ordinary seaman, and William Brennan, 
seaman, for going overboard and saving Charles Ander- 
son from drowning. I recommend Emile M. Wagner for 
a life-saving medal, as it was to his prompt and gallant 
action in jumping overboard while the ship was under 
way, that Anderson owes his life, for the latter was un- 
conscious and sinking when Wagner grabbed him.” 

A Court of Inquiry to investigate the acts of Lieut. 
R. P. Williams, U.S.M.C., and Lieut. Farmer Morri- 
son, U.S.N., organized at the»-New York Navy Yard, N 
Y., Oct. 6. Its members include Capt. Gottfried Block- 
linger, U.S.N., Col. Charles H. Lauchheimer and Maj. 
Dion Williams, of the Marine Corps, and Lieut. W. TP. 
Cronan, U.S.N., as judge advocate. The court, it is 
said, will consider Lieutenant Williams’s action at the 
Sands street gate of the Navy Yard a short time age. 
He reached the entrance at night, it is said, and, sus- 
pecting the sergeant had been drinking, ordered the cor- 
poral of the guard to relieve him and take command of 
the post. The sergeant would not permit himself to 
be superseded, and would not be relieved except on the 
order of the officer of the guard. The court is to decide 
whether the officer exceeded his authority in trying to re- 
lieve the sergeant of the guard, no matter what his condi- 
tion might be. It is contended by some officers that the ser- 
geant would have been well within his rights if he had 
ordered the arrest of the lieutenant for interfering with 
his duty. It, is alse held that the proper course for the 
lieutenant to have taken would have been to have 
promptly reported his suspicions to the officer of the 
guard. Lieutenant Morrison’s case is understood to in- 
volye the same question of authority of officers. 

From the Buckeye, for August last, published on 
board the U.S.S. Ohio on the Asiatic station, we learn 
that Ohio, Oregon, Wisconsin, Baltimore, Cincinnati and 
Raleigh on July 30 proceeded to sea from Chefoo. Dur- 
ing the morning the vessels were exercised at “man 
overboard” drill, shifting steering gear, and tactical 
evolutions, anc in the afternoon a four hour full boiler- 
power speed trial under natural draught was held. The 
Buckeye says: “The fleet got away well together; it 
was u pretty sight. The weather was clear and pleasant, 
the sea smooth, and the wind dead ahead. The finish 
wus made at five o'clock, and this was the result: Ra- 
leigh, first, seven miles ahead of the: Ohio: Ohio, second. 
three miles ahead of the Baltimore: Baltimore, third, 
three miles ahead of the Wisconsiiiy ‘Wisconsin, fourth-- 
the Oregon and Cincinnati being only distinguishable by 
black smoke on the horizon. The Ohio’s record is as 
follows: Revolutions per minute—Starboard, 115.7; Port, 
115.5: Average revolutions, 115.6. Speed—16.8 patent 
log; 16.6 actual, over the ground by bearing; 17.0. by 
speed curve.” 

Rear Admiral H. N. Manney, U.S.N., chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment, and Lieut. Commdr. Valentine 
S. Nelson, U.LS.N., left Washington Oct. 6 on a tour of 
inspection of the coaling stations of the North Atlantic 
coast. 


The submarine Plunger, in which President Roosevelt 
made a trip under water at Oyster Bay, is still at the 
New York Navy Yard, and it will, it is estimated, take 
nearly two months to complete her repairs. 

No decision has yet been reached by the Navy Depart- 
ment as to which direction will be taken by the new float- 
ing drydock, recently completed, when it is towed this 
winter to Cavite for permanent station. ‘The question 1s 
whether the Government can best send the dock by the 
way of the Suez Canal or around Cape Horn. If the 
dock takes the Cape Horn route it will leave the Chesa- 
peake Capes on Nov. 15; if it goes by the way of the 
Suez Canal it will not have to leave the Capes until Dee. 
1. It will be towed to Cavite by two Navy colliers. 

Capt. John N. Wright, U.S.M.C.. who has been sta- 
tioned at the Marine Barracks, Norfolk, Va.. left for 
Key West Oct, 2, with thirty-three men for the purpose 
of establishing at that place a new marine guard. Cap- 
tain Wright has been on this station in the School of Ti- 
struction and takes charge of the posting of the new men 
at the station in Key West. The station at Pensacola 
will be a sub-station to the one at Key West, and Cap- 
tain Wright will be in command of both stations. 

Comdr, W. P. Winchell, U.S.N., the newly appointed 
assistant superintendent of naval auxiliaries, has entered 
upon the discharge of his duties with headquarters at 
Raltimore. Md. Commander Winchell will have charge 
of the boilers and engines of all United States naval col- 
liers, yachts, and of other repair work. There are about 
a hundred auxiliary vessels in the naval service,

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 4, 1905. 

The attorney general has decided the case of the held- 
up pay of Naval Academy instructors who took more 
than one month's vacation in favor of the professors, 
and those in town paid all that coming to 
them, by the Academy paymaster. Shortly after his ar- 
rival at the Academy, the paymaster took the stand that 
all instructors taking an extended summer vacation 
were not entitled to full pay for the time that they were 
not on duty at the Academy. The matter was finally 
referred to the attorney general and his decision was 
against the stand taken by the paymaster. Considerable 
inconvenience was caused the instructors, some of whom 
had left Annapolis for extended tours and found their 
expected monthly pay not forthcoming. 

Mr. Maurice T. Hartzell, a decorative painter, is busily 
engaged upon mural decorations on the houses of Samp- 
son row, Naval Academy, working for Charles M. Dennis, 
the Baltimore contractor. The work is being artistically 
executed in the Renaissance style. 

The veterans of last year’s football battles on the grid- 
iron are now out in force at the Naval Academy, under 
Head Coach Dashiell and his assistants.

Norton 
and Needham, who held quarter last year at different 
times, are greatly improved this season. Among the best

time already lost made up. 

Several additional cases of diphtheria have developed 
among midshipmen of the fourth class at the Naval 
Academy, but it is not thought there will be any further 
spread of the disease. Every possible precaution is be- 
ing taken. All who are sick or show any symptoms are 
at once confined to the sick quarters at one end of the 
Academy grounds, while those not affected have been 
domiciled aboard the old frigate Hartford at the Santee 
dock: On Monday fumigation of Bancroft Hall, the mid- 
shipmen’s quarters, was begun. 

The handsome new launch of Admiral James H. Sands, 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy, was out on the 
river yesterday afternoon with a party of ladies and 
gentlemen from the Naval Academy. The launch is the 
largest here, and is said to have a speed of fourteen miles 
an hour. It is a swift and neatly-built boat. The party 
from the Academy yesterday afternoon steamed up the 
Severn to Round Bay and the sand banks. 

Prof. Gilbert P. Coleman, of the Department of Eng- 
lish and Law at the Naval Academy, who has been spend- 
ing the summer with his family in Connecticut, has re- 
turned home. Chaplain Henry H. Clark is back from 
a leave, 

Prof, and Madame Marion have announced the en- 
gagement of their daughter, Miss Jenne L. Marion, to 
Mr. Ernest Brooks, of New York, chief consulting en- 
gineer to one of the large construction companies at the 
Naval Academy. Miss Marion, an attractive blonde, is 
one of the most popular members of the younger Academy 
social world and has received much attention since her 
debut. Mr. Brooks is a graduate of Yale, ‘01, and Cor- 
nell, 03. The wedding, it is understood, will take place in 
the late spring of 1906. 

Football at the Naval Academy has had the advantage 
of a better start than usual this season, preliminary work 
having gone on with the members of the new fourth class 
for several weeks anda on Tuesday most of the old 
men returned to Annapolis, cutting about a week off of 
their month’s leave. A noticeable and encouraging fact is 
the increase of weight in most of the old men and sev- 
eral very promising men have developed in the new fourth 
class. A discouraging feature, however, has been the 
epidemic of diphtheria, which has prevented general prac- 
tice together. A promising candidate has been lost in 
Leighton, who played tackle on Andover last season, 
but who has had an attack of typhoid fever and cannot 
play this season. 

Dr. Paul Dashiell’s coaching staff has been much 
strengthened by the arrival of Foster H. Rockwell and 
Herman Olcutt, ex-Yale quarter back and guard, respec- 
tively. They will be the only professional coaches this 
season. Rockwell will have special charge of the candi- 
dates for backs and Olcutt of the line men. 

In the line, three of the regular men have graduated 
but there are good substitutes. Back of the line the 
Navy has not lost a regular man and it is looking very 
strong. Douglass and Spencer, the two leading candidates 
for half, weigh 199 pounds apiece and are fast and ex- 
perienced. There are four good candidates for quarter 
but it is likely that Norton, last year’s quarter, will 
start the season in the place. He is an excellent drop 
kicker and besides has a good football head. Ghormley, 
who weighs 180 pounds, may make full, so the Navy back- 
field is a husky lot. Douglass, however, broke his leg 
last season and may not be able to stand the pace. 
In that contingency, Doherty, a veteran player, is the 
most likely substitute. The Navy will open its season 
on Oct. 7 with the Virginia Polytechnic Institute. The 
same team plays West Point on the following Satur- 
day. 

The fall term will not begin until Oct. 16 on account of 
the prevalence of diphtheria, and in order that Bancroft 
Hall may be completely fumigated. The midshipmen of 
the upper classes have been granted an extension of 
leave until Oct. 14. It is stated that there are now about 
a dozen cases of the disease and nearly thirty are under 
observation. The fourth classmen not affected will re- 
main quartered on the cruiser Hartford.

The topic of absorbing interest in the Philippine Islands 
it this present time is the visit of the distinguished rep- 
esentatives of the American people who constitute the 
‘Taft party,”’ now passengers on the transport Logan on 
their cruise around the archipelago. Their mission doubt- 
iess promises much for the future welfare of these 
islands. While perhaps none of them has welcomed the 
evolution of events which brought these islands into our 
possession; while some of them have earnestly and sin- 
cerely opposed the policy of the Government in the re- 
tention of these possessions; while others have, from a 
‘ense of national duty, committed themselves reluctantly 
‘0 this policy, it is evident from their addresses and ut- 
eranees on various occasions that they are united in 
favor of a policy which will tend to educate, develop and 
levate to a higher plane these people who have provi- 
ientially come under our care. Other nations have held 
ind governed colonies, but the mission of our Govern- 
ment over here is unique in that it seeks to educate and 
levelop these people so that they may become self-gov- 
cerning at the earliest possible date. _ This being the 
upreme purpose, it requires no prophetic eye to see the 
future of these islands under the guidance and fostering 
‘are of the United States. — ’ : 

The various peoples of this archipelago are widely sep- 
arated in all that constitutes national unity. They oc- 
cupy widely scattered territory; they are diverse in lan- 
suage; they are in the main ignorant of each other and of 
the outside world. The task of obliterating these distinc- 
‘ions and of blending these peoples of numerous tribes 
into one nation, with coherence and unity, is no doubt 
one of the greatest problems that has confronted the 
\merican Government for years. If, however, the best 
way of judging the future is by the past, we may well 
velieve that the problem will be wisely solved. With 
popular education for every pueblo, a common language 
‘or all parts of the archipelago, adequate means of travel, 
ind. a thriving commerce between the different parts, 
there is no reason to doubt that these diversified tribes 
will be transformed into a single people, having a national 
inity, within two generations. The soil is, in the main, 
fertile and capable of sustaining a largely increased popu- 
wealth of natural, undeveloped, re- 





ation, there is a a 2 é 
ources, and with American capital sent into revive the 
inguishing agriculture, with the introduction of the 


machinery and implements of modern civilization, and 
with the application of modern science in conquering the 
‘atural hindrances and retarding effects peculiar to this 
tropical climate, there is every reason to believe that the 
cra of prosperity and happiness, of a higher and nobler 
‘ivilization, will be ushered in. This hope for the future 
welfare and happiness of these islands finds frequent ex- 
pression in the speeches and utterances of the members 
of the “Taft party.”’ This also may well be the hope of 
every true American citizen, for this spirit of altruism 
seeking to benefit and uplift the multitudes inhabiting 
these islands, cannot but react favorably upon the future 
welfare of the United States. It is bound to widen our 
sphere of influence in the Orient and to open up new 
avenues of commerce and activity for the American 
people. The forward movement along the lines of na- 
tienal duty means richness of development for the United 
States as well as for the Philippine Islands. i

FORT MC KINLEY. 
Fort McKinley, Rizal, P.I., Aug. 31, 190d. 

We are quarantined against Manila, and Manila is 
quarantined against us, cholera having broken out in both 
places at the same time, so we are mutually protecting 
ourselves—one from the other. So far there have been 
three deaths that are supposed to have been caused by 
cholera—one man from the 7th Infantry, one from the 5th 
Battery, Field Art., and another from the 8th Cavalry. 
Several from the different regiments have been quite ill, 
but it is hoped there will be no more deaths, although 
one or two men are still very sick. 

It is not known how the disease was introduced into 
the post, but it is supposed that it was brought in by the 
fruit venders, and by them distributed over the garrison. 
Tanay, Jala Jala, Pasig and the barrios on the Pasig 
have been heavy sufferers from it for the past week. It 
is thought that Tanay was the place where the first out- 
break occurred, and from that place it was spread to the 
others, and finally came down to this post and on to 
Manila, where the worst effects have been felt in Bilibid 
prison. Nearly every convict who was attacked with the 
dread disease is said to have died. 

The 2d Squadron, 8th Cav., under command of Major 
Ayres, left on Aug. 29 for the Maraquina Valley to _pro- 
tect the water supply of Manila. Troop G, under Capt. 
Ellwood W. Evans, goes to the pumping station on the 
Maraquina river; Troop E, under Capt. Albert E. Saxton, 
goes to Maraquina; and Troops F and H, commanded by 
Capt. R. S. Wells, and Lieut. J. T. Sayles, under Major 
Ayres, go to San Mateo for station. The squadron took 
thirty days’ rations, but it is the general opinion that 
they will be out guarding the valley for a much longer 
time than thirty days.

Agana, Island of Guam, Aug. 22, 1905. 

Comdr. G. L. Dyer, U.S.N., Governor of Guam, has de- 
cided that in the future appointments to positions under 
the naval government of the island will be made only 
after competitive examination. A good working knowledge 
of the English language will be considered one of the 
chief qualifications for appointment. It is contemplated 
that English will be established as the official language 
in all branches of the island government on Jan. 1, 1906, 
and those desiring to continue in the Government ser- 
vice are given notice by Commander Dyer to prepare 
themselves accordingly for the discharge of their duties. 

Commander Dyer has issued a number of orders for the 
benefit of the people of this island, and extracts from 
some of them follow: 

Under a retail license no articles of beverage shall be 
either sold or permitted upon the licensed premises ex- 
cept such as have been entered through the Custom 
House or acquired by purchase upon written authority 
from the Governor. No article sold, in whatever quantity, 
shall be permitted to leave the premises, but shall be 
drunk thereon. No sign shall be exhibited bearing the 
word “saloon.’’ The words café, buffet or restaurant may 
be used. No sales will be permitted on Sundays, except 
with meals, or later than 10:30 p.m. on week days. 

All male children between the ages of seven and thir- 
teen years, inclusive, and all female children between the 
ages of seven and twelve years, inclusive, shall attend 
the public schools, when in session, in the municipal dis- 
tricts in which said children are registered, unless they 
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Philadelphia.

are excused therefrom in accordance with the provisions 
of law. 
The Insular Artillery as an organization under control

In lieu of the Artillery there is to be established 
from Sept. 1, 19%, a police department, under the Island 
Government, which shall consist of: One chief of police, 
one sergeant of police, six policemen, and of such special 
police or peace officers as may from time to time be 
deemed necessary.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 

Adjutant General Cole, of Connecticut, announces that 
the brigadier commander will orders for weekly 
evening drills, of one hour and fifteen minutes each, ag- 
gregating five hours for the ,month for each company of 
Artillery, Infantry, Signal Corps, machine gun battery, 
Battery A and Troop A, Connecticut National Guard. The 
Hospital Corps will be permitted to drill semi-monthly. 
The commandant, naval battalion, will also issue orders 
for weekly evening drills by the several divisions of his 
command, of not less than one hour and fifteen minutes 
each, aggregating five hours for the month for each 
division. The coming drill season will be devoted to prep- 
aration for practical field work, so far 
Attention is called to the necessity of a careful and 
thorough instruction in the use and care of the rifle. 
Commanding officers will issue the necessary orders re- 
quiring company commanders to devote at least one even- 
ing each month during the drill season to the care of the 
rifle; each soldier being given practical instruction in 
cleaning and keeping his rifle in perfect condition, and 
one evening each month in sighting, aiming and gallery 
practice. It is recommended that the matter of athletics 
be taken up, as far as possible, in every organization, 
and the setting-up drill is particularly required for the 
development of a soldierly bearing and carriage.

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PROMOTION BY SELECTION. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

An excellent article with the above: caption appearing 
in the September number of the U.S.M.S. Journal by 
Capt. E. M. Johnson, jr., 8th U.S. Inf., invites attention. 
At the point of his argument (p. 294, last par.) against 
promotion by selection, he inquires why it is that promo- 


tion by selection for the higher grades (general officers) . 


is necessary in the Army when no such necessity exists 
for corresponding grades (admirals) in the Navy? He 
proposes, but does not answer the query, and devolves 


this task upon others not so well posted as he himself 
appears to be. 

The captain makes a suggestion concerning the old- 
time (not so very old) regimental promotion and an as- 
sociation of selection in the higher grades as possibly 
being intended to rectify incongruities of age and rank, 
but the statement is a mere passing one. We should say, 
in looking further into this subject, that when regimental 
promotions prevailed there were several other causes op- 
erative, which tended to produce a bouleversement in 
every class graduated from the Academy, a thing that 
never occurs with classes from Annapolis. 

Twenty years after the assignment of a class of mili- 
tary cadets to the several arms and to the corps (Engi- 
neers and Ordnance), to say nothing of the anomalous 
transfers to permanent staff departments, the class’s orig- 
inal status was totally destroyed, many of its members 
outranking men of ten years greater, and others being 
outranked by men of ten years lesser, service. 

And so the principle of selection to the grade of gener- 
al officer was inaugurated with a specific purpose, i.e., to 
rectify the freaks of the fickle dame—to harmonize age 
and rank, “It was his misfortune” was all the sympa- 
thy the aged junior got, while the younger senior was 
said to be in luck, and until the star fell upon the shoul- 
der of the gray-haired but efficient junior his case was 
hard indeed. 

Our sister service was absolutely exempt from this 
harassing state of affairs and there was no such possi- 
bility as men of forty outranking men of fifty—the latter 
with ten years lesser service credit. And more than all, 
the head man of a class could never be commanded in 
the Navy by the foot man of his own class, nor could 
that foot man ever come under the orders of the head 
man of the class next below, whatever the latter’s scho- 
lastic attainments might be. So when it came about of 
late that “leap frog’ was a game, by which heroes were 
to be rewarded, there were no greater “‘croakers” in the 
sister service than the lucky frogs. 

Clark, of the Oregon, and his fate, was enough to con- 
demn the whole system. Had he been sandwiched at the 
“Horn,” between Manila and Santigao, or “detained” by 
Shafter, and had he not fired that single 13-inch shell 
in the waters of the South Atlantic, there would have 
been for him two leaps instead of one, and he would have 
scored a double minus V 

But after all, it is not this which induces us to take 
up the pen. Captain Johnson, not content with having 
put his adversaries to flight, while we rejoiced thereat, 
spoils his whole case just before “‘the finish.’ 

“All said and done,” he remarks, “there does exist in 
our Service, promotion by selection, to be used only in 
time of war,” and here we may add—but to last “forever 
and forever—Amen.”’ 

Nor. does the Captain state this as a disagreeable or 
unavoidable fact from which he has no escape, but offers 
it in complacent manner asa palliative for the discomfited 
opponent. After ‘nailing’ all boards, and deluging all 
a (efficient or otherwise), he then persuasively 
adds: 

“Tf the President deems an officer worthy of high com: 
mand at such time, all that it is necessary for him to do 
is to give him a volunteer commission and let him prove 
himself.” (The italics are ours.) Here we may par- 
enthetically remark that many company and battery 
commanders during the Spanish-American War did get 


this recognition, and were comfortably quartered at home ° 


while their lieutenants led their troops, companies and 
batteries into action at San Juan and Santiago de Cuba. 
History records such facts, and this is cited for the sole 
purpose of demonstrating how a man may “prove him- 
self” (as the captain says) of such “pre-eminent abil- 
ity” that he can, at the close of the war, be commissioned 
in the Army with higher rank. And there you are! 

If this does not knock a hole into the side of the cap- 
tain’s argument or the bottom out of it, we are much 
mistaken. For yes—we were with him for five-sixths of 
the time—that last page was too much for us and now 
we are grinning on the other side of the fence. 

It is this very proposition that the captain so deftly 
advances that has set the authorities to thinking, and 
this it is, that suggests “A Distinguished Service List”— 
something to provide for selection in time of war, and 
without that pernicious long pole process of getting at 
the persimmons. We all know that from the list of 
applicants in the Regulars for volunteer commissions 


for the Philippines most excellent selections were 
made for these first-class regiments. It was expected that 
these men would ‘“‘prove themselves” and get the reward 
that those who were less fortunate, would not; but the 
Army rests to-day under a debt of gratitude to Major 
Gen. Henry C. Corbin for not only preventing this, but 
also for seeing to it that the men of the lower grades 
than that of field officer did not come in from the Volun- 
teers, grade for grade, into the Regulars. It was best 
for the excellent young volunteers who were transformed 
that this was not allowed—best that they were all young 
and could have the opportunities of study at the Army col- 
leges; and now we find them as well qualified as many 
West Pointers for the duties ahead of them and each day 
becoming more and more so. This could not have been 
the case with older men of the higher grade of captain, 
and the heart of the regular officers has not been taken 
out of them as it would have been had other system ob- 
tained. This, too, is due to Corbin. 

Now that it is so evident that promotion by selection 
must prevail in time of war—and a selection from the 
Regulars for the Volunteers must be made—why is it 
not best to have the records carefully examined and a dis- 
tinguished service list prepared? Then when the time 
comes the authorities can with good reason make the ap- 
pointments in the Volunteers from such lists and to po- 
sitions of high command and ‘thus resist political and 
local pressure in behalf of less worthy men. 

The reflection on boards and members of boards for 
these prejudices or bias is not warranted by the facts, 
as Captain Johnson well knows that any officer who acts 
on honor or under oath will never mistrust himse]lf—then 
why distrust others? Nor is it well to ignore efficiency 
reports. A mean, average opinion from many sources af- 
fords ample means of determining general fitness of can- 
didates for honors, and where there is unanimity of opin- 
ion in such reports and the ability and character of an 
officer is wel: established, Leards wili not be readily de- 
ceived, 

Prepare for selection in time of war, but keep the men 
in line. Simply prepare the list and give the men select- 
ed for high rank a little reward in the way of extra pay, 
but with no increase rank at present. 

A RETIRED OFFICER. 
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TO PROVIDE A NATIONAL RESERVE. 


To THE EprIror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have read with great interest Gen. Frederick Fun- 
ston’s paper and your editorial on “Shall we have an 
Army Reserve.” General Funston’s idea seems to be 
that by the enlistment of one year men desertion will 
decrease or cease altogether, simply because the recruit 
would rather ‘“‘grin and bear it,’ if he didn’t like the 


Service, to the end of the year, than take the risk of 
desertion and possible punishment, while the three year 
men would desert as soon as things became disagreeable 
for them. It is doubtful if these one year men, when 
they took their discharge, could pose very effectively as 
“old soldiers.” 

The National Guard is not given much consideration 
in either article, as if they were not to be thought of as 
a reserve, and would not expect to be called upon in 
an emergency. Now, I would propose a plan that would 
cost not much more than General Funston’s, and would 
supply the nucleus of a large army of defense outside 
of the Regular forces and the National Guard. 

Establish a military college in every State of the 
Union, the buildings and land to be furnished by the 
State, and the cost of education, arms, equipment, uni- 
forms, ete., to be at the expense of the United States. 
Graduate 10,000 educated, trained military officers every 
three years at a cost of $400 each per year, $4,000,000 
in all, thus furnishing officers for 300,000 men. We can 
always get any number of men to defend the country, 
but where do we find the officers? Anyone who had 
experience in the Civil War or the Spanish War knows 
that the officers had everything to learn at the expense 
of the men. They didn’t know how to draw a requisi- 
tion for food, clothing or camp and garrison equipage, 
and there were not enough Regulars to help them out. 
Now, if every State in the Union has a large body of 
young men trained in all military duties, red tape in- 
cluded, how quickly regiments could be formed, clothed, 
drilled and put into camp ready for the field, or the fort. 
The Regular Artillery would be assigned to the defense 
of the coast fortifications, as it would be improbable that 
the Government would risk the defense of our great 
cities to untrained artillerymen. If we are going to 
have soldiers and prepare for war, let them be educated 
by all means.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Concerning boilers, a correspondent of the London 
Times says: “The dense volumes of black smoke emit- 
ted from the chimney stacks of certain electricity gener- 
ating stations are a natural result of the very prevalent 
use of water-tube boilers in such places. In these boil- 
ers the conditions necessary to a reasonably complete 
combustion of fuel are non-existent; there is no adequate 


control of the fire, and dense smoke follows as a matter 
of course. In cylindrical boilers, whether of the Lan- 
cashire or marine type, the fire being altogether within 
the furnace tube, the air supply necessary for such com- 
plete combustion can be efficiently applied especially in 
cases where a mechanically produced draught is em- 
ployed. Then, what is wasted as smoke in the water- 
tube boiler becomes useful heat, a saving in coal is se- 
cured, and a public nuisance avoided.” 


The French are treating rather seriously, as an evi- 
dence of popular feeling, an incident which occurred at 
Beru, a small town of Yvonne, where a regiment of 
curassiers were quartered during the army maneuvers. 
The people made an unpatriotic demonstration, and 
hoisted the red flag. During the night this was torn 
down, cut to pieces, and trampled under foot. The 
Mayor called a mass meeting, which assembled close to 
the regimental quarters. He then made a speech apos- 
trophizing the officers. He told them, amid cries from 
the audience of ‘‘a bas l’Armée,” that, by dishonoring 
the emblem of “la jeunesse socialiste,” they had been 
guilty of an act of vandalism. He regretted that no strike 
was in progress in the neighborhood, since he felt sure 
that the soldiers would refuse to turn their guns upon 
the workingmen. No violence followed, but the people, 





men, women and children, drew up along the road and 
sang the last couplet of L’Internationale. 

The people of the Canadian Northwest are still dream- 
ing of a steamship line to carry their grain to 
way of Hudson Bay. 


Europe by 
In Eastern Canada the scheme is 
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generally regarded as chimerical. But the West is ab- 
solutely convinced of its feasibility and of its great ad- 
vantages. The distance from Liverpool to Fort Ohurchill 
on Hudson’s Bay is about the same as that to Montreal. 
But by rail Fort Churchill is from 1,000 to 1,400 miles 
nearer to the great wheat-producing region than Mon- 
treal. Though the entrance to the Bay may be 500 miles 
north of the Straits of Belle Isle, the Westerners contend 
that the navigation of a great sea like Hudson’s Bay is 
much less likely to be impeded by floating ice or fogs 
than that of a river mouth like the St. Lawrence, and 
declare that the sea route could be kept open for at least 
five months in the year. Such is the popularity of the 
idea in the Northwest, that in each of the Northwestern 
provinces both political parties have made the construc- 
— of the line a principal plank in their political plat- 
orms. 


It is now reported that the Japanese made peace 
through fear of a financial breakdown, The war proved 
more costly than had been calculated, and the rice and 
cereal crops seemed doomed to failure. 


The opening of the new college at Dartmouth consti- 
tutes a new departure in the training of British naval ca- 
dets. <A great feature of the Dartmouth course has been 
the sea course, carried out in the cruisers Aurora and 
Isis. At the end of their four year’s course the cadets 
will join a sea-going ship as midshipmen, and special at- 
tention will then be paid to their instruction in mechan- 
ics and the other applied sciences and to marine engi- 
neering, while an officer in each ship will be specially 
deputed to give them instruction in seamanship. It will 
be at the close of a three years’ course as midshipmen 
that they will go up for sub-lieutenant, and then will 
come the parting of the ways. 

An article in the Revue de Paris declares that what 
strikes Frenchmen is the failure of the torpedo, for apart 
from the surprise of Feb. 8, 1904, in which, moreover, 
the torpedo failed to effect all that was expected of it, 
the part which it played in the Japanese success was al- 
most negligible. In the opinion of this writer the part . 
of the torpedo appears more and more to be of a purely 
defensive and secondary character. 


Fighting tops may now be regarded as coming within 
the category of obsolete-things in the British navy. The 
intention of the Admiralty is to remove them from those , 
ships to which they are fitted as soon as these vessels 
pass into dockyard hands, and replace them with fire con- 
trol platforms. In all the newer battleships and cruisers 
the cumbersome fighting top has been discarded. 


The officers of the British Staff who recently con- 
ducted a- practice ride excited great curiosity among the 
village rustics along their route and had the honor of 
being mistaken for representatives of the Salvation army. 
The party was under the direction of Lieut. Gen. Sir 
John French, and consisted of three major generals, six 
brigadiers, fifteen colonels, six lieutenant colonels, nine 
majors, three captains and one lieutenant. The object 
of this was “to give the higher commanders and their 
staffs opportunities of considering strategical problems 
and of working out tactical situations on a larger scale 
than is permitted by the small establishments of peace 
and the limited ground at disposal.’ 


“In all details—and especially in the matériel of the 
artillery—it is notorious that the German army is infer- 
ior to the French,” says The Speaker (London). “Its 
officers are less well trained; there is little or no promo- 
tion from the ranks, the marching power and general 
mobility are less,-and the energy wasted on parade is 
enormous.” 


Twenty-seven German warships under the command 
of Admiral Von Koester have been testing at the mouths 
of the Elbe and Weser the question as to whether any 
foreign fleet now in existence could blockade Bremen and 
Hamburg, thus bringing Germany’s sea commerce to 
ruin. The result has been far from gratifying to: Ger- 
many’s dreams of naval power. It was shown to be quite 
possible to blockade the German fleet, the enemy keeping 
his battleships out of range, and holding the German, 
ships shut up by means of his fast cruisers and torpedo 
craft. The German fleet could only force the blockade 
by offering battle on the high sea. 

The United Service Gazette says: ‘‘When the works 
now in progress at Dover are completed, England will be 
in the proud position of owning the largest artificial har- 
bor in the world, and the ancient cinque port of Dover 
will have realized her ambition of becoming a national 
harbor, a place of refuge for battleships, and the rendez- 
vous of fleets in time of trouble. The present scheme, 
with some modifications, was proposed by the Duke of 
Wellington sixty years ago. When completed, the new 
piers and breakwaters will be over two and @ half miles 
in length, with a sheltered area of 685 acres at low 
water. To provide docking accommodation for vessels 
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of the Royal navy, it is intended to utilize large floating 
docks, and a scheme for mooring one of them in the har- 
bor, as soon as there is sufficient shelter, is at present un- 
der consideration. The desirability of having floating 
docks for fleet work is already finding large support 
among naval officials, as it was found that during the 
war between Russia and Japan, it would have been a 
great convenience to the latter if she had possessed such 
an auxiliary, as it could have been towed to bases where 
the fleet was operating.” 


There is an unsupplied demand for employment coming 
from retired officers of the British services, who are in 
great need of additional income. One of them advertises 
in a London daily as follows ‘A retired infantry offi- 
cer, single, aged 45, is prepared to take on any white 
man’s job; country preferred; qualifications—a fair sta- 
hleman, an average shot, knows something about motor- 
ears, having been his own chauffeur for two years; was 
a pretty useful mess president, adjutant and secretary, 
mot much good at games, and can’t play bridge; has good 
hhealth.”’ 


The English adjutant is losing something of his pres- 
tige now that the battalion under its commander has be- 
come a school of training. Formerly it was the adjutant 
who trained the men and the smart adjutant was shown 
by the display his regiment made on parade. 


“The scale of medical supplies in the Russo-Japanese 
war, so far as the Japanese were concerned, may be gath- 
ered from the fact that at one time 50,000 large cases 
were shipped to their troops in Manchuria—2,000, 
pills a day were produced by the military medical labor- 
atory in Tokio. Every Japanese soldier is required to 
take a pill of beechwood creosote each day as a prophy- 
factic against dysentery, a tin containing ninety pills be- 
ing issued to each soldier. At one time 10,000 pounds of 
quinine, carbolic acid and corrosive sublimate were pur- 
chased in the western market, and, in addition, enormous 
amounts of gauze cotton, and other surgical materials, 
all carefully inspected by experts. 


Lieutenant Colonel Regene, 82d Austrian Inf., in a lec- 
ture on Port Arthur, reported in the Organ der Militir- 
wissenschaftlicher Vereine, insists upon the importance 
of providing proper range-finders, whatever they may 
cost. Night operations are of great value when well con- 
ducted upon the enemy’s flank and rear. Field fortifica- 
tion has also proved its value and given new importance 
to infantry in fortress work. Engineers are very neces- 
sary, and quick-firing field guns have their value as well 
as howitzers. Much is said also about the use of siege 
artillery. 

The English Trinity House officials have been experi- 
menting with submarine signaling. The maximum dis- 
tance at which the sounds transmitted from the new sub- 
marine bell, which is provided with an extra thick lip, 
measuring 15 inches over the mouth, 11 1-4 inches in 
height, and weighing some 140 pounds, was sixteen miles, 
but it was found that three things had a marked effect 
upon the range of audibility. These were the size and 
draught of the vessel receiving the sound, the depth of 
the transmitters and receivers below the surface, and the 
relative positions of the vessels in communication. 


The London Observer supplements its statement in 
regard to making Singapore a great naval base by an- 
nouncing that as part of the same plan of imperial de- 
fense the British Admiralty has decided to convert Dover 
into a first-class naval base and fortress, the scheme be- 
ing that the bases of Gibraltar, Dover and Singapore 
shall replace Wei-hai-wei, Trincomalee, Halifax and Es- 
quimalt. Moorings are being prepared at Dover for the 
accommodation of seventeen battleships and twenty-one 
cruisers, which will probably be completed in two years. 
The defenses will include two additional forts.. Cables 
will bar the entrances to the harbor from hostile tor- 
pedo attacks. These cables can be raised or lowered by 
electric machinery.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 
Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no 
particular time can be given for replies. We do not 
answer questions by mail. 


SIGNAL CORPS.—A captain of a company need not 
endorse an application for the transfer of an enlisted 
man unless he sees fit. If you have any complaint to 
make regarding your treatment by your commandant 
you are fully entitled to make it through the usual chan- 
nel, and your C.O. must, by the Army Regulations, duly 
forward it. If he does not, then after the proper time 
has elapsed you can forward the complaint over his 
head. Before making any complaint, however, an en- 
listed man must be sure that he has proper grounds for 
so doing, as it is very risky business at its best. Par. 
30, Articles of War, says: ‘‘Any soldier who thinks him- 
self wronged by any officer may complain to the C.O. of 
his regiment, who shall summon a regimental court- 
martial for doing justice to the complainant. Either 
party may appeal from such regimental court-martial to 
a G.C.M., but, if upon such second hearing, the appeal 
appears to be groundless and vexatious, the party appeal- 
ing shall be punished at the discretion of said G.C.M.” 
It is far wiser for an enlisted man to bear quietly any 
ordinary grievance he may have against his C.O. than 
attempt to fight him, even as allowed in the Army Regu- 
lations. 

J. C. B. asks: Sentinel on post and officer passes in his 
rear; does sentinel “present arms’’ as he passes in rear, 
or remain facing outward, rifle at “right shoulder’? 
Answer: If the officer passing in rear of the sentinel is 
within saluting distance, the sentinel halts and faces 
outward as required in Par. 258, Manual of Guard Duty. 
Unless the officer then “approaches along the post,” 
“passes in front of the sentinel,’ or ‘crosses the post,” 
the salute is not rendered. 


B. H. S.—No officer of the National Guard on an ex- 
amining board or on drill has the right to change any 
part of the Drill Regulations. Unless an order was is- 
sued from the A.G.O. announcing some change or inter- 
pretation on the drill, the officer clearly exceeded his 
authority. 


I. L. M.—Fort Grant, Ariz., has been garrisoned by 
Troop D, 5th U.S. Cav., as you will learn by consulting 
our table of Army stations.
